‘Tammany to Support Mayor Collins of 
Boston for Temporary Chairman In- 
stead of John Sharp Williams. 


Within a week of the date for holding the 
Democratic National Convention the anti- 
Parker leaders in the party apparently are 
divided hopelessly on the question of pol- 
icy to be pursued at St. Louis. Supporters 
of Senator Gorman have been redoubling 
their efforts, during the last few days, to 
make him the choice of the elements which 
are opposing the nomination of Parker, 
while since last Saturday there has been a 
general move on the part of Tammany 
Hali and its allied interests to boom Mayor 
McClellan. 


Brom sources of information close to 
Senator Gorman and Charles F. Murphy it 
becfme known iast night that oth the 
Maryland Senator and the Tammany leader 
have given up hope of getting together on 
a plan of action until St. Louis is reached, 
and they have very little hope of effecting 
a combination there until at least one or 
two ballots have been taken in the conven-

KENT J. LOOMIS’S BODY FOUND? 


Reported Washed Ashore at Cherbourg 
—Brother Has No News. 


LONDON, June 27.—A dispatch to the 
Central News ‘from Hamburg says it is 
reported there that the body of Kent J. 
Loomis, who disappeared from the Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. shortly before her arrival at 
Plymouth June 20, has been washed ashore 
near Cherbourg, France. There is no con- 
firmation of the rumor.

Nowhere, neither in London nor Plymouth 
has anything developed throwing the slight- 
est lght on the situation, and where it 
was at first believed that a few days 
would solve the question of the where- 
abouts of the missing man, the gloomiest 
view is now taken. 

The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of Loomis continues to attract much 
London newspapers, 
and all the papers this morning feature 
the case. 

The police of Plymouth now say that Mr. 
Loomis was drowned and that he must 
have fallen overboard before the 
reached her anchorage. After a most ex- 
haustive search and the investigation of 
every clue they ate confident that he did 
not land at Plymaquth. 


BREMEN, June 27.—All evidence availa- 
ble here shows that Kent J. Loomis, broth- 
er of Assistant Secretary of State Loomfs, 
was last seen on board the Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. about midnight June 19, when he 
went on deck after the usual Captain’s din- 
ner had been given on the eve of the ves- 
sel’s arrival.

Cleveland as absolutely declining to run 
and then reviews McClellan’s record in 
Congress, declaring him to be, all things 
considered, the strongest man whom the 
party could name. Tammany men promptly 
had the editorial translated into English, 
and circulated it broadcast. Thousands of 
printed copies, both in English and Ger- 
man, will be sent out to-day, and many 
thousands more distributed at St. Louis.

This treaty was in the 
luggage of Kent Loomis, which was sent 
to Paris. 

Word was received that Mr. Ellis had 
offered to remain on the scene for two 
weeks to assist in the search for Mr. 
Loomis, and had offered to have one of 
his party return to Plymouth to aid the 
authorities there, but it was thought that 
no such assistance would avail in the 
search.

ELLIS A TEXAS NEGRO. 


Promoted Unsuccessful Project to Col- 
onize Negroes in Mexico.

DALLAS, Texas, June 27.—W. N. Ellis, 
the negro who accompanied the missing 
Kent J. Loomis to Europe on a mission to 
Abyssinia, was born and reared in Texas, 
and has a record in the field of politics 
and adventure. He is about thirty-six 


years of age, was educated in the negro 


public schools, and by dint of personal de- 
termination, mastered English, German, 
French, and Spanish, which languages he 
speaks fluently. 

He is a light-colored mulatto, neither of 
his parents being full-blooded negroes. He 
looks much like a Spaniard. His linguistic 
powers made him a forceful 
Texas Republican politics. In the early 
nneities he headed the historic movement 
to colonize negroes in old Mexico. He made 
much money in the exploit. The colonists 
suffered, many died, and the’ remainder 
tramped back to Texas and the old South. 

In 1896 he was an able lieutenant of the 
late Wright Currey, the negro leader. Cur- 
rey died about a year later, and Ellis went 
to New York, where he has since been.

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FIRST WEEK IN AUGUST 


Only Menacing Attitude, of Brick- 
| layers Keeps Official Word Back.

THEY DEMAND $11.20 A DAY 


The Announcement Was to Have Been 
the Signal for a Demand of 70 
Cents an Hour. 


Fearing a strike among the thousand-odd | 


bricklayers working on the subway con- 
struction, the officials of the construction 
and operating company have refrained 
from making any announcement of the day 


| of starting the running of trains. It was | 


i learned yesterday that experimental trains 


of five and six cars each will be run from | 


City Hall to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street, operated by the company's 
own power, by the first week in August, 
and that only the menacing attitude of the 
bricklayers prevents an official announce- 
ment of this fact. 

That trouble among these bricklayers is 


bosses, master masons, and contractors 
along the work yesterday. Within the last 
week representatives of the bricklayers’ 
unions have been to the contractors and 


masters, and have demanded a seventy- 
cent-an-hour rate of wage. At the present 
time the bricklayers at work on the sta-~ 
tions and other like work are being paid at 
the rate of 60 cents an hour for an eigh- 
hour day, and then are paid double rates, 
or $1.20 an hour, for overtime, which in 
many cases runs to four hours a day more, 
or a total of $9.60 per day for each man. 
The contractors declare that the brick- 
layers “ soldier” to such an extent during 
their eight-hour day at regular rates that 
the employers are forced to hire them fof 
an extra four hours a day at double rates 
in order to keep the work moying along at 
a proper rate of speed. Although the con- 
tractors and bosses complain bitterly of 
this state of affairs, they say they are 
powerless to stop it in any way. Under 
the seventy-cent, rate which the men now 
demand they would be making $11.20 a day; 
on Saturdays, when they would work only 
from 8 A, M. to noon at regular rates, and 
then for eight hours more at double rates, 
they would make $14 a day. Whether the 
contractors and bosses will give in to these 
newest demands or not nobody in authority 
has said, but the men are insistent and the 
contractors and bosses are anxious. The 
difference in pay would amount to ap- 
proximately $2,000 a day to the contractors.

Then the situation re- 
gardifg the bricklayers came to his atten- 
tion. He was informed that the bricklay- 
ers intended to strike for 70 cents as soon 
as the announcement of the opening was 
made, believing that at such a time the 
demanded increase would have to be paid. 
The bricklayers have intimated that they 
were working largely for the moral effect 
which a seventy-cent wage on the subway 
would have upon bricklayers’ work in oth- 
er sections of the country. 
The bricklayers intend to hold a meeting 
by the last of this week, and at that time, 
! it is said, a formal and official demand will 
be made for the increased pay, if the pre- 
liminary and unofficial demand already 
made has not been granted. In the mean- 
time the contractors and officials are rush- 
ing work at every point with all possible 
speed, and believe that, barring further la- 
bor troubles, Sept. 1 will see the subway 
trains running to One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street, anyway. 

‘If the bricklayers should strike;’’ said 
Contractor McDonald last night, “it will 
not inconvenience the contractors much. 
The remainder of the work can be done 
in other ways which are just as good as 
laying brick. Concrete, for instance, is 
coming into use and would be a good sub- 


stitute.”

33 DROWN IN CONDUIT. 


Caught in Big Pipe Jamaica Laborers 
Swept to Death by Rushing Water. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 27.—Thirty- 
three persons were killed by an accident 
which took place near Spanish Town (ten 
miles west of Kingston) to-day in the main 
conduit of the West India Electric Com- 
pany. 

Nearly 100 laborers had been detailed to 
remove sand from the enormous pipe, which 
is a mile long and which conveys water 
from the intake on the Rio Cobre to the 
| turbines of the power house. The work 
; had practically been completed when orders 
| were given to allow a small quantity of 
' water to enter the conduit. 
| Through a mistake or carelessness the 
! full force of water was turned on. The 
! laborers engaged in a mad struggle to es- 
i cape by means of the manholes. Thirty- 
three were killed. 

A rigid investigation into the cause is 
now in progress.

BRITISH ROUT TIBETANS. 


Gen. MacDonald Enters Gyang-Tse After 
Severe Fight. 


GYANG-TSE, Tibet, June 27.—Gen. Mac- 
Donald, with reinforcements, entered 
Gyang-Tse June 26, after a somewhat 
severe fight with the Tibetans at the 
Naini Monastery, six miles distant. 

The monastery was strongly held by 
Tibetans, who were only driven out after 
four hours of artillery, infantry, *ad hand- 
to-hand fighting.

15 MEN SCALDED TO DEATH. 


Penned in Boiler Room of French 
Cruiser—Comrades Could Not Aid. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—Steamer 
Mariposa from Tahiti brings news of the 
scalding to death of fifteen men who were 
penned in the boiler room of the French 
cruiser Durance, while the warship was 
on her way from Papeete to Noumea re- 
cently. 

The Captain fully realized their fate, but 

was helpless to save them. While he and 
other officers and men of the crew who 
Were on deck knew that their comrades 
were dying down below, it was not within 
their power to do anything but wait till 
the end came. 
, One of the boilers of the cruiser had ex- 
ploded and had filled the boiler room with 
superheated steam that’ meant doom for 
every man in the compartment. Those that 
started to the rescue were driven back 
blinded. 

The shrieks of the men dying in agony 
came up to'them with clouds of killing 
steam, but not a man could go below until 
many minutes had passed, and then all of 
the fifteen who were in the boiler room at 
the time of the explosion were dead, every 
man scalded*almost beyond recognition. 

The last reports received by French offi- 
cials at Tahiti were to the effect that the 
warship had made Noumea in safety and 
Capt. Roseier, who was prostrated by the 
disaster, was sick on shore.

BEHIND RUSSIANS 


Swift-Moving Japanese Dasb 
to Gut Off Kuropatkin. 


RUSSIAN GENERAL IN PERIL 


Liao-Yang Threatened in His Rear; 
Big Armies on His Flank. 


300,000 MEN MARCH FORBATTLE 


While Oku Pushes Through 
Southern Mountains Kuroki 
to the North Flanks Mo- 
Tien Pass. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27.—Lieut. Gen. 
Sakharoff has sent dispatch to-night which 
confirms the belief that the great decisive 
battle of the campaign between Gen. Kuro- 
patkin’s main*army and the armies of 
Ken. Kuroki (Nodzu?) and Oku is immi- 
nent. The three armies probably aggre- 
gate 300,000 men, and their outposts are 
to-day in touch all along the line. 

The Japanese evidently tried to draw 
Kuropatkin as far south as possible, hold- 
ing out as an incentive a check to the ad- 
vance of Oku’s main army. Meantime Oku 
Swung sharply to the eastward to joia 
Kuroki (Nodzu?) toward the Chapan Pass, 
Kuroki (Nodzu?) at the same time moving 
a strong force by the right flank toward 
Hai-Cheng. 

Nothing is known here of the exact point 
at which Kuropatkin’s main force is con- 
though it is believed that a 
large part of the Liao-Yang force has 
been moved to a point between Kin-Chow 
and Tashi-Chao. 

According to The Associated Press dis- 
patch from Tashi-Chao to-day, a large 
force has southward from that 
place against Oku. While Kuropatkin is 
thus extending himself, the Japanese, with 
great mobility, seem to be trying to cun- 


centrate for the purpose of striking the 
Russians in flank and rear. 


Japanese Main Advance. 


The main Japanese advance continués 
along the main Fefig-Wang-Cheng—Liao- 
Yang Road, the Mao-Tien Pass.-having 
been flanked by a detour. The advance in 
all points ts being attended by constant 
skirmishing. 

Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff’s report, which is 
dated June 26, says of the movements 
against Kuropatkin’s main force: 

“There is reason to suppose that a con- 
siderable force of the enemy proceeded 
from the Wangtsia station in the direction 
of the mountains, marching northward to- 
ward the Chapan Pass. 

‘*Our patrols on June 25 noticed that the 
Japanese were beginning to move along the 
northern Siu-Yen—Kai-Chow Road trom 
Toutaukau and Pantsiapei in the direction 
of the Waita Pass. 

**At 9 o'clock on'the morning of June 26 
a Japanese battalion marched along the 
Siu-Yen—Hai-Ch:@g Road from Stokhodza 
in the direction of Vandziapudza. The en- 
emy's infantry and mountain guns followed 
the vanguard at midday.”’ 

Gen. Sakharoff says of the -advance on 
Liao-Yang: 

“ The enemy on June 25 undertook to ad- 
vance from Sue-Li-Chen toward the Liao- 
Yang main road, and also,galong the road 
leading to the Mo-Tien Pass through Tang- 
putze and Tafangku, eleven miles northwest 
of fue-Li-Chen. 

“A battalion advanced along the Liao- 
Yang main road and a regiment of infantry 
and two squadrons of favalry along the 
valley of the Tsao River. 

‘A battalion and two squadrons marched 
westward in the direction of the mountains. 


Attempts to Check Advance. 


“The enemy on the main road was first 
stopped by two companies of sharpshooters 
constituting our vanposts, which slowly re- 
tired northward. 

“Reinforced by two companies the enemy 
at 2:30 in the afternoon occupied Tuinpu, 
sharpshooters retired north toward 
Phakhessan, twenty-two mlies north of 
Sue-Li-Chen. Our losses were Lieut. Oglo- 
beff and five sharpshooters wounded. 

‘**On June 25 about a battalion of Japan- 
ese infantry marching out from Tungo- 
putze, five miles northwest of Sue-li-Chen, 
along the road to the Mo-Tien-Pass, was 
repulsed by two companies of our sharp- 
shooter outposts near Tafangku. The sharp- 
shooters fell back at first upon Urtungti 
and then upon Kentsiaputze. 

“Capt. Yanchukovsky, in command of a 
company of the sharpshooters, was wound- 
ed. His wounds were dressed by Dr. Rysch- 
Foff of the Red Cross and Capt. Yanchu- 
kovsky' was being carried to the rear on a 
stretcher when the Japanese rushed on 
from the flank. Three stretcher-bearers 
were wounced and captured and Capt, 
Yanchukovsky and Dr Ryschkoff were also 
captured. We also had two sharpshooters 
killed and Lievt. Sepukhovitinoff and 
thirteen sharpshooters wounded. 

‘“‘ During the night of June 25, the enemy, 
a regiment of infantry and a regiment of 
cavairy strong, remained at Tuinpa. 

“The enemy resumed the advance on the 
morning of June 26 from Tuinpu in the 
direction of Ikhakhehun along the main 
road, by the road to the Mo-Tien defile 
through Urlundi and by the mountainous 
road to the Madiapudze Pass, turning our 
right. The enemy located in the Mo-Tien, 
Pass. ;

MARCH SINGING TO BATTLE. 


Russian Legions Hasten Joyously to 
Meet the Foe. 


TASHI-CHAO, Between Kai-Chou and 
Hai-Cheng, Liao-Tung Peninsula, June 27. 
~A great battle seems to be impending. A 
portion of the Russian Army has assumed 
the offensive against the Japanese forces 
commanded by Gen. Oku, and it is reported 
that Gen. Kuroki is moving along the Rus- 
sian left flank against Hai-Cheng. 

Sharp firing was heard in the hills yes- 
terday at duybreak, and severe fighting 
is rc-orted to be in progress near the vil- 
lage of Ton-Shen. An officer who galloped 
in yesterday evening reported that the 
Russians were gaining the upper hand and 
driving back the enemy. This, however, 
has not yet been confirmed. 

all day yesterday Russian troops were 
hurrying southward from Tashi-Chao, and 
as night fell battalions were continuously 
moving out briskly to the accompanimert 
of their battle songs. Clouds of dust hung 
over the marching columns, and the chorus 
of the infantry singers was occasionally 
interrupted by the rattle and clang of guns 
drawn at a smart trot and foilowed by 
galloping squadrons of cavalry. 

It was a stirring spectacle to see the 
Russian Army eagerly hastening, singing, 
into battle. The old battle hymns last 
heard in the Balkans resounded among the 
hills and valleys, as with bayonets . litter- 
ine in the setting sun the regimenta! colcrs 
were berne majestically forward. 

For hours after darkness fell over the 
scene cne would still hear the rattle of mov- 
ing guns, the creaking of commissariat 
wacons, and the tread of marching men, 
while occcsionally, in place of the war 
songs of the soldiers, homely melodies re- 
counting the jcys of village life, which 
carriec the minds of the men back to their 
distant homes in Russia, echoed through the

STRENGTH OF OPPOSING ARMIES. 


Japanese Forces Estimated at Over 
200,000 and Russians 175,000. 


In the face of the rigid censorship that 
has been enforced by the commanders of 
both the Russian and Japanese armies, :t 
is impossible to give an accurate idea of the 
number of men engaged in the great move- 
ments in Southern Manchuria. Various re- 
perts that have been permitted to slip 
through from time to time, however, make 
possible a fairly correct estimate. 

The army of Gen. Kuroki that defeated 
the Russians at the Yalu and pressed on 
to Feng-Wang-Cheng consisted of at least 
50,000 men. This force sent outposts as 
far as Sai-Ma-Tse, sixty miles northward 
on the Mukden Road, westward toward the 
Mo-Tien Pass, which is the gateway to 
Miikden, and southwestward to Siu-Yen. 
It has been materially reinforced since 


with reserves. 

The second army, under Gen. Oku, which 
was landed on the Liao-Tung Peninsula, 
estimated by various observers 
to number at least 75,000 men. What 
part of this force was left to guard 
Port Arthur while the work was pro- 
ceeding of clearing Ta-Lien-Wan Bay 
of mines and bringing up siege guns 
has not been told. Russian accounts 
indicate, however, that Gen. Oku had from 
50,000 to 60,000 men under his command in 
the movement which resulted in the Rus- 
sian rout at Vafangow and the advance to 
Senuchen. 

Latest reports would indicate that the 
Russians have been deceived in the sup- 
position that it was Gen. Kuroki’s army 
that was marching westward from Siu- 
Yen recently to co-operate with Gen, Oku 
in the advance on the Russian right wing 
from Hai-Cheng to Kai-Chow. The fact 
that Gen. Kuroki’s army is now moving 
forward toward Liao-Yang would indicate 
that he has not materially weakened it. 

The force advancing from Siu-Yen is 
probably the third army, under Gen. 
Nodzu. Landing operations began at 
Taku-Shan, about seventy miles from the 
mouth of the Yalu River, soon after the 
second army had landed north of Port Ar- 
thur. Only the seantiest information has 
been available about the nature of these 
landings, but there have been indications 
that they were on a large scale. The 
movements of this force have been screened 
from the Russians by outposts sent from 
Feng-Wang-Cheng and by advance forces 
thrown out to beat back the Russian 
seouts. Its line of advance would natur- 
ally be by way of Siu-Yen. 

A recent estimate by the Russian Gen- 
era] Staff at St. Petersburg was that 
eleven and a half divisions were operating 
against the Russian right flank. As the 
war strength of a Japanese division would 
be from 12,000 to 15,000 men this informa- 
tion would indicate that at least 140,000 
men—possibly 175,000—were in the joint 
armies of Gens. Oku and Nodzu. In ad- 
dition Gen. Kuroki has prebably 75,000 men 
operating from his base at Feng-Wang- 
Cheng. 

So far as the Russians are concerned a 
mass of contradictory reports about the 
arrivals of troops at the front have been 
sent out, It has been stated on reliable 
authority, however, that at the beginning 
of May, Gen. Kuropatkin had no more than 
75,000 men available for fighting in South- 
ern Manchuria. 

Since that time reinforcements have been 
hurried to him and a recent estimate of his 
strength places it at somewhat over 200,000, 
including the garrisons at Mukden and Niu- 
Chwang, and the forces observing the Chi- 
nese troops west of the Liao River and 
guarding the railway. 

It is doubtful, therefore, wnless his 
strength has been underestimated, if the 
Russian commander has more than 125,000 
men on the line from Hai-Cheng to Kai- 
Chow to operate against the big Japancse 
armies from the south and east. If he has 
that number his force at Liao-Yang and 
his outposts must necessarily have been 
weakened, but probably would total 175,000. 


FLAG THE JAPANESE CAPTURED 


Trophy Taken at Vafangow Was Only a 
Small Ensign. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27.—The follow- 
ing has been issued by the General Staff: 

“It having been stated in foreign news- 
papers and in telegrams from Tokio that 
the Japanese had taken the Russian flag 
in the battle of Vafangow, the Chief of the 
General Field Staff to the imperial Vice- 
roy in the Far East ih reply to a question 
on the subject asked by the Minister of 
War stated on June 26 that no flag was 
taken, but only a small eastgn, which was 
instituted by the active service regulations 
to indicate where the commander of a regi- 
ment was to be found during a battle and 
during an encampment for the night.” 


BRITISH VESSEL CONFISCATED. 


Prize Court Condemns the Ailanton, Cap- 
tured by Viadivostok Squadron. 


VLADIVOSTOK, June 27.—The Prize 
Court has condemned the British steamer 
Allanton, captured by the Russian Vladi- 
vostok sqiiadron recently in the Straits of 
Korea, for carrying contraband of war, and 


has confiscated thé ship and her cargo of 
6,500 tons of anthracite coal, valued at 
$500,000. The firm at Singapore to which 
the coal was consigned is the same concern 
that supplied Japan with contraband dur- 
ing the Japo-Chinese war.

TOKIO, June 27.—Fuller details have 
been received in regard to the engage- 
ment which followed the attempt of the 
Russian Pacific squadron to break out of 


Port Arthur. 

The Japanese had been aware for some 
days that the Russians were making 
strenuous efforts to clear the passage, 
hence the repeated mining operations un- 
dertaken by the Japanese against this 
venture. 

Togo had prepared a special plan of 
operations which in some respects was 
similar to that of April 13; that is, a 


weak squadron was to give the Russians 
confidence, while the battle squadron re- 
mained concealed within easy striking 
distance. 

When on the 23d it was seen that three 
battleships and four cruisers had cleared 
the entrance, the scheme was immedi- 
ately put in force, But as soon as the 
ships arrived they found that the Ret- 
vizan and Cesarevitch had joined the 
squadron outside, the last named vessel 
flying the Admiral’s flag. 

All these vessels had been piloted out 
by merchantmen in order to unmask any 
newly laid mine field. The extrication of 
the big ships was very slow. The ex- 
posed flank was covered by seven de- 
stroyers, mothered by the little Novik,~ 
and it was near!y 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon before the whole Russian squadron 
was fairly at sea. 


Japanese Destroyers Driven Off. 


By this time three divisions of Japan- 
ese destroyers arrived, and immediately 
closed with the Russian covering craft of 
the same class. After a smart engage- 
ment, in which the Novik assisted, the 
Russian destroyers drove off this first 
Japanese attack. 

While this was in progress the Rus-: 
sian fleet, with the Cesarevitch leading, 
formed in line ahead and steered full 
steam for Shan-Tung Promontory. At a 
little past 6 o’clock the Russiam fleet was 
within ten miles of Encounter Rock, 
which brought it in view of Togo’s bat- 
tleship squadron. The Russians imme- 
diately changed their course due south, 
bringing Togo’s decoy squadron cruisers 
on their port beam. 

Togo gave chase, the decoy squadron 
leading the battleships in line ahead at a 
mile interva!, with three destroyer divis- 
ions sheltering on the port beam. He was 
followed at a similar interval by the 
first cruiser squadron. 


Both Fieets Hoist Battle Flags. 


The Japanese rapidly gained, and be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock both fleets hoisted 
battle flags, and it seemed that the naval 
battle of the war was imminent. 

Togo steered parallel for some time at a 
range of 14,000 meters, then changed his 
course and bore in. The Russians imme- 
diately changed their course as many 
points, and this manoeuvre was several 
times repeated until Togo had got the 
Russians steering west. About 8 P. M. 
the Russian Admiral’s heart failed him, 
and, putting over his helm, he steered 
directly for port. The Japanese fieet at 
once pursued. 

The manoeuvre having brought the 
three squadrons in line abreast, and as it 
was now getting dark, Togo reformed his 
fleet in line ahead and signaled his de- 
stroyers to go in and attack. Nothing 
loth, the little craft dashed in, and in a 
moment threw the Russian line out of its 
alignment. 

The Russians made the best part of 
their way back to Port Arthur. How- 
ever, it was impossible for them to enter 
the harbor in the dark, except very slow- 
ly. and they had to anchor outside. 

Then throughout the night, in spite of 
the ships’ fire, in spite of searchlights, in 
spite of mines, the destroyers threw 
themselves upon them and succeeded in 
sinking the Peresviet and damaging the 
Diana and Sevastopol.

CHE-FOO, June 27.—Chinese arriving in 
junks from the vicinity of Port Arthur re- 
port that the Russians have ordered all 
Chinese to leave the place. A number of 
shells fell in the town of Port Arthur dur- 
ing the bombardment by the Japanese on 
June 23, but no damage was done, many of 
the shells failing to explode. 

A Japanese officer who went on board 
one of the junks off the Miao Tao Islands, 
seventy-five miles south of Port Arthur, 
told the Chinese that one Japanese torpedo 
boat was damaged during the engagement 
off Port Arthur on June 23, and sank in 
the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. The officers statea 
that two other Japanese torpedo boats 
were badly damaged. 


ANXIETY IN ST. PETERSBURG. 


No Details of Naval Battle — Witt. 
soeft’s Capacity Questioned. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27.—Emperor 
Nicholas has received the following tele- 
gram from Viceroy Alexieff dated June 27: 

*“* According to reports received from Rear 
Admiral Wittsoeft and Rear Admiral] Gri- 
gorivitch, dated respectively June 20 and 
June 23, the sortie of the Port Arthur 
squadron was preceded by prolonged work 
in destroying the enemy’s mines by means 
of nets carried on all the ships’ boats and 
on the harbor dredging flotilla. 

“On the night of June 22 and 23 a fight 
occurred off Port Arthur between our tor- 
pedo boats and the Japanese torpedo boats, 
in which Capt. Blissieff and Lieut. ‘Smir- 
neff were slightly wounded. 

** At 2 o'clock in the afternoon our squad- 
ron put to sea, when eleven Japanese ships 
and twenty-two torpedo boats were visible 
on the horizon.” 

Viceroy Alexieff’s message to-night, with 
the brief dispatch from Rear Admiral 
Wittsoeft, throws little additional light on 
the sea fight. off Port Arthur. The Ad- 
miralty and the Emperor are awaiting fur- 
ther details with the same eagerness cs 
the general public.

The loss of three vessels of the Port 
Arthur fleet is admitted to be a severe 
blow, especially if not purchased by great- 
er loss to the Japanese than reported by 
Vice Admiral Togo. 

The meagreness of the reports is greatly 
mystifying the authorities, who continue 
to believe that there has been a later fight 
which has not yet been reported. ~- 

In the absence of further information 
the Admiralty is not disposed to criticise, 
although it is admitted to have been un- 
fortunate for the squadron at such a crit- 
ical time that its commander should be an 
officer like Wittsoeft, who, though person- 
ally a brave sailor, never before flew his 
flag over a squadron. 

It is pointed out that he could not have 
been forced to get out of Port Arthur, as 
the situation there is not yet by any means 
desperate. If he fought his way back 
through the investing fleet it was because 
one of his patched-up ships had broken 
down, or for some other urgent reason. If 
he arrived in the outer harbor at night he 
probably did not want to go into the inner 
roadstead because the narrowness of the 
channel made night navigation dangerous, 
or possibly because one of his ships strand- 
ed at the entrance to the channel. Nothing 
else could account for his remaining in 
the outer roadstead, where he would be 
exposed to the attack of the Japanese tor- 
pedo boats at night. 


SKRYDLOFF MAY BE OUT. 


Russians Believe His Ships Will Be 
Heard of in Korean Straits. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27.—There is a 
belief that the Viadivostok squadron put 
to sea Saturday and is likely to be next 
heard of in the Korean Straits. 

The Associated Press has received a 
curious dispatch from a Russian corre- 
spondent at Vladivostok, who took pains to 
say that Vice Admiral Skrydloff’s squadron 
wceuld probably be unable to go out again 
for weeks, as the ships had to go into dry 
dock, for the purpose of thoroughly over- 
hauling their boilers and cleaning ‘their 
hulls, preparatory to putting to sea to meet 
the Baltic squadron. 

The dispatch added that some of the 
torpedo boats had been badly battered by 
the storm during the last expedition to the 
Japanese coast. In conclusion the corre- 
spondent said that nothing had been heard 
of Vice Admiral Kamimura’s squadron. 


ADMIRE KUROKI’S DEFENSES. 


Attaches Say They Have Been Con- 
structed with Unusual Care, 


WITH GEN. KUROKI IN THE FIELD, 
Feng Wang Cheng, June 26, via Séul, 
Korea, (delayed.)—A party of eighteen cor- 
respondents and military attachés has 
been conducted on a tour of the main Jap- 
anese works beyond headquarters. It was 
seen that the greatest care has peea taken 
in building these works, and the attachés 
remarked that the temporary defenses had 
been constructed with more pains than 
most European armies would take under 
similar circumstances. 

At Liao Yang, where it was hitherto 
thought the first meeting between the two 
armies in force would occur, the Russians 
have guns in position mounted on the city 
wall and trenches on the plains svuth of 
the city, extending over an area of 1is0 
degrees. These trenches are so constructed 
that they can be flooded during the rainy 
season. 

Recent rains indicate the beginning of the 
wet season, when military movements upon 
a large scale will be greatly handicapped 
and perhaps rendered impossible for 
months. 

The Japanese are completing arrange- 
ments for transportation whereby ° facili- 
ties for the supply of the army will be 
assured, regardless of weather conditions. 

Koreans are bringing in many stories of 
Cossack outrages in Northeastern korea. 
According to these reports, ihe natives 
have been forced to furnish supplies to the 
marauders, who have in return burned the 
houses of the villagers and ill-treated their 
women. 

In justice to the Russians, ft miust be 
said that the Chin®se nereabouts have 
been liberally paid for work and supplies 
during the Russian occupancy. A few 
buildings were burned along the line of 
their retreat, but the towns were jeft 
mostly undamaged. 

Within the Japanese lines the country is 
enjoying its usual prosperity, except that 
the merchants suffer from .ke stoppage 
of traffic with the interior. farmers find 
a good market for their products, and 
coolies get unusual prices for their labor. 
In most of the towns the loval Magis- 
trates continue their jurisdiction under 
Japanese supervision. 


UNLUCKY TRANSPORT SADO. 


Cruiser Aiding Her Goes Aground, Also 
Is Damaged by Collision. 


LONDON, June 28.—The Standard’s Che- 
Foo correspondent says that a steamer just 
arrived from Moji reports that she saw the 
Japanrese transport Sado, which the Rus- 
sian Vladivostok squadron in its recent raid 
torpedoed and which drifted away from 
sight during a squall, being towed to port. 

The vessel was beached and a cruiser sent 
to assist her also grounded. Two transports 
were then sent out to help the vessels, but 
one struck the cruiser, damaging her seri- 
ously. The name of the cruiser was un- 
known to the officers of the steamer. 

According to the same dispatch reports 
from Chinese sources say continuous firing 
was heard in the direction of Port Arthur 
from the afternoon of June 25 to the morn- 
ing of June 26.

HARD FIGHTING BY RUSSIANS. 


Reconnoitring Force’s Successful Work 
at Ai-Yang. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 27.—Lieut. Gen. 
Sakharoff reports the following details of 
the reconnaissance of the Japanese forces 
made by a Russian detachment on June 22 
at Ai-Yang. 

“At 10.30 A, M. the cavalry of our ad- 
vance guard drove the enemy from the 
trenches of their advanced position. At 
1:20 P. M. four Russian guns of the Mount- 
ain Horse Artillery had been placed in po- 
sitlon against the enemy's right flank, 
which they bombarded with great success, 
the cordon retiring. The serried ranks of 
the Japanese troops developed a violent 
fusillade, which, however, was almost 
without result. 

“ At this moment our infantry came up, 
and four companies were thrown against 
the right flank 2f the enemy’s position, one 
company being held in reserve to protect 
our right flank. against which two Japan- 
@€se companies were advancing. 

“The enemy fell back under the energetic 
pressure of our forcés for a distance of 
two or three miles, evacuating their 
trenches at 4 P. M. 

“At the moment that our Cossack bat- 
tery approached the enemy's principal po- 
sition it was exposed to the concentrated 
fire of eighteen mountain guns, and within 
a few minutes eight Cossacks were killed 
and twenty were wounded. The gunners at 
that time had the shelter of the nearest 
stone building, but our two companies con- 
tinued to repulse the enemy until the main 
position of the enemy was reached, when 
three regiments of Japanese infantry were 
discovered. 

‘*Haying ascertained the strength of the 
enemy, the commander of our detachment 
determined to stop the advance and or- 
dered the mountain battery not to change 
its position in order not to expose it to 
unnecessary losses. 

“The enemy’s right flank took the of- 
fensive at 6 P. M. Our two companies of 
sharpshooters and a company of cavalry, 
commanded by Second Capt. Cerderberg, 
having dismounted, put the Japanese bat- 
talion to full retreat by well-sustained 
point-blank volleys, which inflicted cun- 
siderable losses, 

“The fight continued until nightfall. 
Thanks to the darkness, we were able to 
move our guns. A vacillating advance of 
the enemy's infantry was checked by rhe 


fire of our 2 anes and the fighting 
ended at 9 P. L 

“Our losses were: Staff Lieut. Col. 
Romeiko Gourko, Lieut. Col. Cakoleff, 
Lieut. of Cossacks Nevitoff, Second Lieut. 
of Cossacks Nikolaieff, Second Lieut. 
Schidloski. and Second Lieut. Hoffmann, 
and twenty-six men killed, and fifty-three 
men wounded, seven of them seriously. 

“The enemy’s losses were considerable.” 


MARQUIS OYAMA’S DEPARTURE. 


Japanese Commander in Chief to Sail 
for Manchuria July 6. 


LONDON, June 28.—The Standard’s Tokio 
correspondent says Field Marshal Marquis 
Oyama, who recently was appointed to the 
supreme command of the Japanese armies 
in Manchuria, and Lieut. Gen. Kodama, his 
Chief of Staff, will leave for Manchuria 
July 6 

“Not the least interesting revelation of 
the war,"’ says the correspendent, “is the 
unexpected efficiency of the Japanese cav- 
alry, which hitherto had been regarded as 
the weakest point in the army. Actual op- 
erations have proved that the Japanese 
cavalry are not only able to hold thelr own 
against the Cossacks, but in several in- 
stances they have shown themselves su- 
perior, especially in hilly districts.” 


RUSSIAN ARMY DEMORALIZED. 


Officers Quarreling and Divided 
Cliques, One of Them Writes. 


TIEN-TSIN, June 27.—A_ correspondent 
of The Associated Press has seen a trans- 
lation of a private letter from an officer 
high in command under Gen. Kuropatkin 
to a brother officer, giving a gloomy view 
of the situation for Russia and making 
disclosures, The writer said: 

“It is a shame to see officers constantly 


quarreling, divided into cliques, and fight- 
ing for their own interests, until Japan, the 
common enemy, is forgotten. Every one, 
from the Viceroy and Kuropatkin to insig- 
nificant subalterns, is quarreling and un- 
willing to obey orders. In the eyes of the 
correspondents and foreign attachés we are 
‘disgraced. Until the whole system is 
changed we cannot hope for victory. 
“Jealousy and suspicion are rampant 
throughout the army. The members of our 
Secret Service are so busy spying on each 
other that they cannot apprehend the spies 
and Japanese agents, who work with im- 
punity. Japan seemingly knows every plan 
made by us, which accounts for many 
pans having been changed suddenly. Our 
rave soldiers go into battle like sheep to 
the shambles. o one can deny their loy- 
alty, but until they are property officered 
their loyalty .and zeal are wasted. 
“Europe now knows we are a divided 
house and will profit accordingly. Those 
who have the welfare of Russia at heart 
cannot help feeling that if Port Arthur 
falls and Japan takes Liao-Yang, the pow- 
ers will intervene. to our eternal disgrace.”

TANGIER, June 27.—In spite of the 
danger of fresh outrages involved in the 
present state of affairs, France appears 
to be doing nothing, though rumors are 
current of the introduction of an Alge- 
rian police force. 

France must realize that the engage- 
ments she entered into were not only for 
the furtherance of her pacific penetra- 
tion by any methods she pleased, but also 
involved undertaking to restore order 
at any moment in Morocco, and her posi- 
tion at present does not appear very dig- 
rified, 

She leaves the lives and property of 
several thousand Europeans who reside 
in Tangier at the mercy of the tribesmen, 
while trying to make the reluctant and 
sulky Sultan understand the benefits, 
which eventually will be real enough, of 
French protection. 

The excuse given by Frenchmen here 
is that France’s home politics do not al- 
low any hint of action in Morocco, but 
surely this fact cannot excuse France 
from carrying out the engagement into 
which she entered in April last. 

Three American warships have left, 
but three are still here, offering welcome 
protection. It is hoped they will not 
leave before some decision has been 
reached as to the future action of France, 
or, failing that, of other powers.

He said, and Pius X. con- 
firmed the announcement, that a few 
days before the outbreak of the war he 
did all in his power to induce the Czar to 
maintain peace in the spirit of The 
Hague conference. 

The Czar replied courteously, but in 
terms showing that war was inevitable. 

Mgr. Mugabure told the Pope there 
were 90,000 Roman Catholics in Japan, 
and that the Japanese Government 
showed the greatest tolerance toward 
Roman Catholic pricsts, and had author- 
ized the foundation of a native Roman 
Catholic seminary in Nagasaki. 

In Mgr. Mugabure’s opinion the Japan- 
ese upper classes are more and more in- 
clined to favor the Christianization of 
their country. The Pope was deeply 
moved on learning that many soldiers in 
the Japanese Army fulfilled religious du- 
ties as good Roman Catholics before 
starting for the war. His Holiness prom- 
ised shortly to transform the present 
Bishopric in Tokio into an Archbishopric 
and commissioned Mgr. Mugabure to 
thank the Mikado for the great tolerance 
shown Roman Catholics. 


AMERICAN WOMAN’S EXPLOIT. 


Traversed Abyssinia and Visited Em- 
peror Menelek. 


LONDON, June 27.—Mrs. W. N. MacMil- 
lan of St. Louis reached London to-day aft- 
er traversing Abyssinia at the head of her 
own caravan. She is the first white woman 
to cross Emperor Menelek’s country from 
west to east. 

She accompanied the expedition organized 
by her husband in November, 1903, as far as 
Pokum, at the base of the Abyssinian hills. 
Thence Mr. MacMillan started for Laks 
Rudolf, and his wife went to Adis Abeba, 
the capital of Abyssinia, where she had a 
special audience of Emperor Menelek. 

Mrs. MacMillan’s caravan took four 
weeks to journey from Pokum to the capi- 
tal. She met with every courtesy from the 
Abyssinian Chiefs while on her way, and 
although she traversed a country supposed 
to be inhabited by hostile tribes she saw 
no sign of unfriendliness, On the con- 
trary, hundreds of supposed hostiles gath- 
ered and formed a guard of honor for the 
caravan for miles along the river banks. 
Mrs. MacMillan sails for New York July 8. 


It wus announced from London Nov. 27, 
1903, that W. N. MacMillan, who recently 
had failed in an attempt’ to explore the 
course of the Blue Nile, had completed ar- 
rangements for another expedition. He 
Was to start early the following week, ac- 
eompanied: by Mrs. MaeMillan, Lieut. Col. 
H. Carrington, the British Resident at Em- 
peror Menelek’s Court, and others. The 
party was to embark in launches at Khar- 
toum and go to the furthest navigable 
point, where it would land and continue the 
explorations in the direction of Lake Ru- 
adolf. Mr. MacMillan expected to be absent 
seven months. 


COURT CHAMBERLAIN KILLED. 


Von Specht Dies in Auto Smash—Ger- 
man Prince Has Narrow Escape. 


WIESBADEN, Prussia, June 27.—Court 
Chamberlain von Specht was killed while 
riding in a motor car yesterday in com- 
pany with Hereditary Prince Adolf of 
Schaumburg-Lippe. 

The accident occurred near Langen- 
schwalbach. In turning to avoid striking a 
dog the car swerved and dashed against a 
telegraph pole, which fell, killing the Court 
Chamberlain on the spot. 

Prince Adolf and the chauffeur were 
thrown out, but escaped with slight in- 
juries. 


HAITI’S APOLOGY NOT ENOUGH. 


Germany in Agreement with France to 
Send a Warship. 


BERLIN, June 27.—The Government has 
decided to send a warship to Port Au 
Prince, Haiti, after having agreed with 
the Frerch Government that a _ simple 
apology was not sufficient reparation on 
the part of the Government of Haiti for 
the recent stcning of the French and Ger- 
man Ministers by the Palace Guard at the 
Haitian Capital. 

What form of expiation the two Goy- 
ernmerts will demand is not yet known, 
but Germany has decided to act harmo- 
niously with France. 


MEMORIAL TO R. L. STEVENSON. 


Tablet Unveiled by Lord Rosebery in St. 
Giles’s, Edinburgh. 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, June 27.—Lord 
Rosebery unveiled a bas relief portrait of 
Robert L. Stevenson in St. Giles’s Cathe- 
dral this afternoon. The bronze tablet is 
the work of the American sculptor St. 
Gaudens, the funds for which were sub- 
scribed in America and Great Britain. 

In the course of his remarks Lord Rose- 
bery said the true memoria] to Stevenson 
would be in the school he had founded, for 
there was an infinite number of his read- 
ers and almost idolators of his words 
throughout the world.

FEDERAL ATTORNEY QUITS ; 
OUTCOME OF TYNER TRIAL 


Hugh T. Taggart Disagreed with 
District Attorney Beach. 


EARLY WITHDREW FROM CASE 


Intimates That He Could Tell a Spicy 


Story—He Prepared Proof 


Against Tyner. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Hugh T. Tag- 
gart, Assistant United States District At 
terney, who assisted in the preparation and 
prosecution of the cases growing out of 
the Post Office investigation, will resign 
at the end of the present month. It is 
understood that a misunderstanding with 
United States District Attorney Morgan H. 
Beach is the reason for his action. 

The report has given rise to many con- 
jectures as to the story that lies behind 
the trial of Assistant Attorney General 
Tyner of the Post Office Department. Mr. 
Taggart has been Assistant District At- 
torney for -fifteen years past and enjoys a 
high reputation as a lawyer. 

He is regarded as an exceptionally good 
criminal lawyer, and had charge of the 
Post Office cases before the Grand Jury 
last Summer. Mr. Taggart drafted the in- 
dictment against Tyner and bore a respon- 
sible part in preparing the proof. He ex- 
pressed the opinion privately before the 
case was called that the Government had 
a strong case. 

There was great surprise when, in the 
early part of the trial, Taggart withdrew 
from the conduct of the case in court. There 
was further surprise later when it ap- 
peared that the prosecution was disposed 
to bend before the sentiment of sympathy 
whick filled the courtroom at the appear- 
ance’ of the aged defendant, who was 
brought into the courtroom day after day, 
a helpless paralytic. 

It is now believed that Mr. Taggart’s de- 
cision to resign dates from that time. He 
and Mr. Beach, the District Attorney, have 
mot acted together or met each other for 
several weeks. Mr. Taggart said to-night 
that he could tell a very spicy story if he 
chose to, but that he could not and respect 
his views of professional duty. 


THROWS HIMSELF UNDER TRAIN 


Springfield Man, Crushed by White 
Mountain Express, Fights Rescuers. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., June 27.—Ezra L. 
Mott, thirty-five years old, of Springfield, 
Mass., attempted suicide to-day by throw- 
ing himself in front of the White Moun- 
dain express, while it was crossing the new 
railroad viaduct. He was tossed forty feet 
into the air. Both legs were broken and 
crushed. 

It took the combined efforts of four po- 
licemen to hold him, notwithstanding the 
fact that he had lost the use of his legs. 
He fought desperately and said that he 
would end his life at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Mott was well dressed and wore a gold 
swatch and chain, diamond scarf pin, and had 
a wallet containing $50. From papers found 
in his clothing it was thought that he was 
the manager of a trading stamp company 
of Springfield. He is now at the Bridgeport 
City Hospital in a very critical condition. 


ASSIGNED TEN YEARS’ SALARY. 


Owed $86, and Signed Away Entire In- 
come of a Decade to Pay It. 


CHICAGO, June 27.—P. H. Ravlin, a sta- 
tionary engineer, declaring that he had 
been induced by a collection agency to as- 
sign his salary for ten years, appealed to- 
Gay to the (Circuit Court for relief. 

Ravlin owed $86. In his petition to have 
the assignment of salary set aside he de- 
clared that he was induced to sign at the 
collection company’s office a paper which 
he believed was an agreement to pay 530 
cents a month on the $86 debt. Afterward, 
he says, he found that the paper he signed 
Was an assignment to the collection com- 
pany of his wages for a period of ten years. 
An injunction to prevent the enforcement 
of the wage assignment will be asked for 
on the ground of fraud. 


$2,000,000 GIFT TO WORKMEN. 


Members of the de Rothschild Family 
to Better Conditions in Paris. 


PARIS, June 27.—Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild, Baron Edmond de Rothschild,

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FIGHT THE NEW FORCE BILL. {HOTEL GUEST LEAVES 


Republicans’ Threat Against South Real- 
ly Dangerous, Thomas F. Ryan Says. 


Thomas F. Ryan, who will attend the 
Democratic Nationa] Convention as a dele- 
gate from Virginia, said yesterday that he 
was strongly in favor of the union of 
Southern delegates at St. Louis for a candi- 
date who can prevent Republican interfer- 
ence with local self-government.-in the 
South. As to his choice for President Mr. 
Ryan declined to speak. He said, however: 

“In the light of the Republican Conven- 
tion the Southern people have more at 
Stake in the Democratic Convention soon 
to meet in St. Louis than all the rest of the 
people of this country. Without the South 
there would be no Democratic Party. The 
delegates from that section, to be true to 
themselves and their people, should insist 
that all differences, whether personai or 
palitical, be subordinated to the unification 
of the party and the selection of a candi- 
Gate who will arouse the enthusiasm and 
fire the hopes of Democrats everywhere. 

** Success means continued white suprem- 
acy in the South with all it implies. It 


means that the political faith of the people j 


of that section shall be changed only by 
appeals to judgment and conscience as to 
what is best for all the people of our com- 
mon country, and not through Federal 
laws, dictated and enforced by a central- 
ized and politically hostile Administration 
at Washington, reinforced by the United 
States Marshal when other methods no 
longer avail. 

“The feature which stands out in the 
work of the Republican National Conven- 
tion which has just adjourned was not its 
prearranged nomination of President 
Roosevelt or the stand-pat attitude on the 
tariff. Its real spirit is found in that de- 
liberate declaration about Southern repre- 
Sentation—a spirit which foreshadows a 
new Force bill and makes inevitable a con- 
certed movement to revive all the evil pas- 
sions to which such an appeal is made. 

“Until recently this idea has had :n it 
nothing more serious than was involved in 
the idle talk of a few hotheads or in the 
efforts of notoriety seekers to command a 
hearing; now it becomes the deliberate pol- 
icy of a great party which sees in it an op- 
portunity to forge a new weapon for pro- 
longing its tenure of power.

House yesterday morning received this let- 
ter, written on the hotel’s paper and dated 
Sunday: 

Although I shall not occupy Room 316 to-night, 
taking my last, long sleep in a softer, cooler bed, 
I beg to inclose $2 in settlement of my bill of 
$1.50. I shall not need the change.

The letter was inclosed in an envelope of 
business size, bearing in,embossed red let- 
ters on the upper left-hand corner the in- 
scription *“* Louis P. May & Co., 715 Connell 
Bldg., Scranton, Penn.” The postmarks 
showed that it had been mailed at 8 o'clock 
Sunday night, at Station P, which is in 
the Produce Exchange Building, only a few 
blocks from either the East or North 
River. 

None of the clerks or others employed 
about the hotel could remember anything 
definite about the man. It was vaguely 
recollected that a man with a mustache and 
carrying a small satchel appeared in the 
office some time Sunday afternoon and 
was assigned to Room 316.

Kemble of the Halcyon Casino Company 
have been greatly aggravated now, for 
two board fences six feet high have been 
Stretched across the boardwalk, blocking 
that favorite thoroughfare.

The negroes were seen for the first time 
last night, and were enjoying themselves 
with banjos, rag-time, and plantation mel- 
odies. It is thought that Mr. Kemble is 
trving to make things obnoxious for his 
neighbors who are causing him trouble. 

It is now said that Minnie and Esther 
Levy are mere figureheads in the trouble 
and that the Arverne-by-the-Sea Associa- 
tion is directly responsible for the tempor- 
ary injunction against the Halcyon Casine 
Company. A million dollars have been in- 
vested in property, and some residents say 
that if the Casino is opened realty values 
will decrease. 


PASTOR’S HOME MENDING PLAN. 


Organizes Church Society Which Will 
Arbitrate All Marital Troubles. 


CHICAGO, Jute 27.—The Rev. David D. 
Delong, in an address to-day before the 
Congregational ministers of Chicago, said: 

“We have homes for children, orphans’ 
anchorages, old people’s homes, humane 
societies, and, in fact, organizations for the 
care of nearly all classes of society, but we 
bave no association whose duty it is to 
conserve the most sacred of all institutions 
—the family. 

“I think every church should establish 
a home mending society, whose duty will 
be to act as peacemaker in all disputes in 
families in the vicinity of the church. If 
a, father and mother disagree and are in 
imminent danger of separating, let a mem- 
ber of the home-mending society call at 
the home of the famiiy and arbitrate the 


dispute so as to save the family and pre-

‘“‘Il am going to try the plan in my church, 
and I think every other congregation in 
Chicago would do weii to follow my ex- 
ample. I believe the plan will result in 
much good every year by preventing the 
disruption of-hundreds of homes.” 


THESE PRESERVERS GOOD. 


Four Saved from Drowning with Them 
—dJust Inspected, Too. 


Four men were thrown from their row- 
boat into the water by the capsizing of 
the boat off the northeast end of Ward’s 
Island last night. They were saved by 
the crew of the J. G. Emmons, a small 
steamer. The Emmons crew threw life 
preservers to the men, who were rescued 
and taken on board the Emmons. The 
steamer took them to Pier A North River. 


After the rescue two new life preservers 
were found near the island. The life pre- 
servers were marked passed by United 
States Steamboat Inspectors ‘‘June 21, 
1904." This was six days after the burn- 
ing of the General Slocum. 


FATAL FIREWORKS EXPLOSION. 


Three Kitled—Whole Front of Building 
Biown Out. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—Three per- 
sons lost their lives and half a dozen others 
were injured late to-day as the result of 
the explosion of a small bundle of fire- 
works in the storeroom of the Diamond 
Fireworks Company of 826 Arch Street. The 
dead are Jacob Jancovitch, twenty-eight 
years old; O. Berman, twenty-seven years 
old, and Lena Sempson, twenty-one years 
ofd. 

The fireworks concern occupied the first 
floor of the building. The second floor was 
vacant, and the third story was occupied by 
the French Hat and Bonnet Frame Com- 
pany. Jancovitch was the proprietor of the 
hat and bonnet company, and Berman and 
Miss Sempson were his employes. 

How the fireworks exploded is not known. 
Thomas Conway, one of the firm, was 
wrapping up a small bundle of fireworks 
for a customer when it exploded. Almost 
instantly the entire room full of fireworks 
became ignited from flying rockets and 
firecrackers. All the employes on the first 
floor escaped without serious injury. 

The front of the first floor was blown out 


by the explosion, and soon the entire 
building was in flames. Every effort was 
made to rescue those on the third fioor. 
When the firemen gained access by ineans 
of scaling ladders they found Miss Semp- 
son and Jancovitch alive. They died in a 
hospital. Berman was dead when he was 
taken from the building. 

During the rescue three firemen were in- 
jured and three other persons were also 
cut and burned. 

The flames spread tothe building occu- 
pied by H. S. Kilner & Co., publishers of 
Catholic books, gnd that occupied by J. L. 
Gibney & Brothers, dealers in automobile 
supplies, but did no serious damage. ‘The 
entire loss On all three buildings. including 
stock, is estimated at $30,000. There was 
no insurance on the fireworks establish- 
ment.

GOOD MOTIVES NO EXCUSE 


He Tells Yale Law Graduates That Ex- 
ercise of Unlawful Authority In- 
jures Every Man’s Liberty. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 27.—Elihu 
Root, ex-Secretary of War, addressed the 
graduating class of the Yale Law School 
to-day on ‘‘Some Duties of American Law- 
yers to American Lzaw.’’ In the course of 
his remarks Mr. Root said: 

“In this country of common opportunity 
for exceptional success no career opens sO 
many and such varied pathways to great 
usefulness and to fame and fortune as does 
that of the lawyer. The conditions prece- 
dent to a lawyer’s success are severe, but 
the emoluments, honors, responsibilities, 
and privileges are great. More important 
is the adaptation for public office which 
results from the variety of a lawyer’s ex- 
perience and training. The profession of 
law affords the most promising route to 
high office not merely upon the bench, 
but in the legislative and executive 


* branches of government. 


“Jn all these relations the lawyer can, if 

, he will, exercise a powerful influence over 
the thought and sentiment of his com- 
munity. To be a lawyer working for fees 
fis not to be any the less a citizen whose 
unbought service is due to his community 
and his country with his best and con- 
stant effort. If he fail in loyalty to this 
cause his voice will ring false in the courts 
@nd will fail to carry conviction to judicial 
minds. 


LIMITATIONS OF POWER. 


“There is one general characteristic of 
our system of government which is essen- 
tial and which it is the special duty of law- 
yers to guard with care—that is, the ob- 


i servance of limitations of official power. 
} There is a constant tendency to ignore such 


f 


q 


+ limitations and condone the trangression of 


them by public officers, provided the thing 

done’ is done with good motives from a 
desire to serve the public. 

“Such a process, if general, is most in- 

, Jorious. If continued long enough, it re- 


sults in an attitude of personal superiority 
on the part of great officers which is in- 


}. consistent with our institutions, a destruc- 
« tion Of responsibility and independent judg- 


A 


. unlawful authority,

ment on the part of lower officers, and a 
ect of the babit of asserting legal 
ts on the part of the people. 

“The more frequently men who hold 
es... in office are permitted to over- 
ride e limitations imposed by law upon 
their powers, the more difficult it becomes 
to question anything they do; and the peo- 

f ile. éach one weak in himself and unable 
© cope with powerful officers who regard 
(any questioning of their acts as an affront, 

‘gradually lose the habit of holding such 

officers accountable, and ultimately prac- 

tically surrender the right to hold them ac- 
countable. 

“Constant accountability of public of- 
ficers for strict observance of the limits 
imposed by law and customary and un- 
doubting assertion of the private right of 
ihe citizen to havc no power exercised over 
him except in strict accordance with the 
letter and the spirit of the law—these are 
the essential conditions of free government 
and personal independence. The exercise 
j}cf power not conferred by law may in a 
‘particular case destroy no man’s property 
nor restrain his liberty; but it weakens the 
title to every man’s property and injures 
every man’s liberty, because it is one step 
in a process which, if continued, would be 
destructive of our free institutions. 

“‘ Abundant evidence that our people have 
not become indifferent to these necessary 
limitations is furnished by the frequency 
with which political opponents impute dis- 
regard of ihem to public officers. The 
‘charge is often unfounded and often made 
upon slight foundation with great exagger- 
ation. But the fact that it is made shows 
that political leaders recognize that if they 
can make the people believe that a public 
officer has usurped power he will be con- 
demned without regard to his motives. The 
cries of Emperor. Czar, and man-on-horse- 
back, are but extravagant appeals to an 
instine+ which ought to exist, and happily 
does exist, among us against submission to 
however trifling may 
be its exercise and however beneficent its 
d m. 

59 exiravagance and lack of founda- 
tior for many of these appeals, however, in- 
| yolve the danger lest the cry of wolf should 
be hear? so often that men will become 
§ncrefulous and’ indifferent and turn a deaf 
ear to statements and proofs of real en- 
‘ peeemements. made with moderation and 
‘mot for political effect, and that thus in- 
discriminate and unfounded charges against 
the innocent shall serve as a protection to 
the really guilty.”

AUGUSTIN MONROE DEAD. 


Well-Known Larchmont Yachtsman Had 
Had Suffered from Heart Trouble. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LARCHMONT, June 27.—The sudden 
death of Augustin Monroe, Chairman of the 
House Committee of the Larchmont Yacht 
Club, and one of the best-known clubmen 
of New York, caused much surprise when 
it was announced to-day. Mr. Monroe died 
at his villa here at an early hour this morn- 
ing of rheumatism of the heart, an ailment 
from which he had been suffering for sev- 
eral months. He had just returned from 
Virginia, where he had taken the baths, 
and had so far recovered that on Thursday 
he visited the club for the purpose of mak- 
ing arrangements for the celebration of the 
Fourth of July by the yachtsmen. It is be- 
lieved that the intense heat of Sunday af- 
fected him seriously and hastened his 
death. 

Besides being an ex-Commodore of the 
Larchmont Yacht Club, Mr. Monroe was 
also President of the Village of Larchmont, 
and the flags at the club and on all schools 
and public buildings were placed at half 
mast to-day. Mr. Monroe at one time be- 
longed to nearly twenty clubs in New York, 
among them the Union, the Lambs, the 
New York, Seawanhaka, Manhasset, and 
Amevican Yacht Clubs. 

He took the greatest interest, however, 
in the Larchmont Yacht Club, and practi- 
cally built that orgarization up until it is 
now probably the mest popular yacht club 
in this country. As Chairman of the House 
Committee Mr. Monree had charge of all 
the dinners, entertainments, and festivities 
at the club for more than ten years. 

To the members of the Lambs Club Mr. 
Monroe was xnown as the “ Governor of 
Larchmont,” and through his influence 
many prominent actors, among them De 
Wolf. Hopper, Richard Mensfield, Frank 
Daniels, and Charles A. Stevenson made the 
club their Summer headquarters and ap- 
peared in local skits at the club theatre. 
Mr. Monroe, in his sailing days, was the 
owner of the schooner yacht Agnes, and 
later, when he became Commodore, he pur- 
chased the sloop Schemer, the cutter which 
defeated the British sloop Madge. 

He was born in San Francisco forty-nine 
years ago and ‘his mother was the daugh- 
ter of Prof. Renwick of Columbia College. 
He was gradusted from Columbia Law 
School, and for a time practiced in New 
York. He afterward inherited a large fort- 
une and retired to Larchmont to live. He 
married about four years ago Mrs. Wooley 
of New Rochelle. The funeral is to be held 
on Thursday morning at 11 o’clock at St. 
John’s Proiestant Episcopal Church, in 
Larchmont. The ceremony at the grave 
will be in charge of Holland Lodge, F. and 
A. M., of which Mr. Monroe was a Past

KEEP POLITICS OUT 
OF SCHOOLS, SAYS REID 


Have No Business There, Chan- 
cellor Tells Regents. 


WOULD NOT CHEAPEN DEGREES 


Urges Board to Maintain High Standard 
—Chancellor MacCracken Discusses 
Problems of Universities in 
Metropolis. 


ALBANY, June 27.—The forty-second 
annual convocation of the University of 
the State of New York opened in this city 
to-night. The opening session, which was 
hejd in the Senate Chamber, was attended 
by a large number of prominent educators 
from all parts of the State, representing 
the institutions associated in the uni- 
versity. Whiteiaw Reid of New York City, 
Chancellor of the reorganized Board of Re- 
gents, delivered the Chancellor's address, 
which is always a feature of the opening 
session. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Reid 
enumerated some of the fundamental prin- 
ciples, as he termed them, of common 
school education, He emphasized the im- 
portance of accurate teaching of reading, 
writing, and ciphering, and warned against 
fads. 

Leaving this technical phase of the ques- 
tion, he had a word to say about politics 
in schools. He said: 

** Let us see to it that all our educational 
work, and especially the work of the com- 
mon schools, is done on the basis of abso- 
lute fairness to all the people. You care- 
fully keep a saloon a certain number of 
yards away from a schoolhouse or a 
church, You are even more particular 
about other sources of possible contamina- 
tion. But there is one thing not enumerated 
in the law which would damage the ac- 
ceptable working of your common’ school 
system almost as much as these abhor- 
rent and forbidden influences. 

“Far be it from me to disparage poli- 
ticians; no man can be a good citizen with- 
out being a politician. But whatever party 
he belongs to, it is reasonably certain 
that, half the time nearly, or more than 
half, the people having an equal interest 
with himself in the common schools will 
be opposed to his party. Politics and po- 
litical aims then can have no more busi- 
ness in the schoolroom or in the school di- 
rection than they have in the church; and, 
if the reorganized Board of Regents and 


the new Commissioner of Education un- 
derstand themselves and each other and 
their opportunity, they are firmly resolved 
that their whole province is a realm in 
which litics shall never enter.” 

Mr. Reid protested against any cheapen- 
ing. of college degrees. On this point h 
said: 

“To-morrow afternoon you are to have 
an important discussion on certain plans 
for making it easier to get certain degrees. 
The. competent and scholarly gentlemen 
who are to conduct that discussion may 
reach conclusions favoring these plans, 
and if they do they will no doubt have con- 
vincing reasons. 

“But may I venture beforehand on their 
territory long enough to express the hope 
that neither in their discussion nor in any 
other under these auspices shall any de- 
cision be reached to call 50 cents a dollar, 
whether in your coinage or in your scholar- 
ship? On the contrary, I pray you, help 
the Boardrof Regents to resist the cheap- 
ening of degrees. my a 

*“ Create a public sentiment that will make 
it im ble for any school, or even for a 
crowd of able and rsuasive dentists, to 
appeal to the Legislature for degrees not 
to be extracted through the regular chan- 
nels and after regular and competent ex- 
aminations. Overvaluation in diplomas de- 
moralizes like the overissue of irredeemable 
currency. Don’t debase the _ scholastic 
coinage.”’ 

Chancellor Henry MacCracken of the New 
York University delivered an address on 
“ University Problems in the Metropolis.” 
“The first tniversity problem in the me- 
tropolis,”” he said, “I shall name is the 
problem of number. How many universi- 
ties are we likely to see established in tne 
metropolis of America, which many believe 
is destined to become within the century 
the principal city of the earth?” 

Universities, said the speaker, are sym- 
bols and embodiments of intellectual con- 
ditions. He pointed out how Columbia 
University had been founded by members 
of the Anglican Church 150 years ago, in 
accordance with the principle he laid down, 
and how the New York University had been 
the expression of the intellectual wishes of 
the non-Anglican half of New York City. 

Within the seventy-five years two 
wholly distinct divisions of the people have 
gained great strength—the Catholic com- 
munity and the Jewish community. Each of 
these, he predicted, will eventually and 
inevitably express its intellectual ideals in 
the foundation of a university. 

The second problem mentioned by Mr. 

MacCracken he stated thus: “Is there not 
a demand for a State-supported university 
= ie great metropolis?” In answer he 
said: 
“The highest and freest intellectual ef- 
fort is forbidden in State universities. If 
any ident of a State university in 
America should talk about certain political, 
econemic, and labor union questions as 
President Eliot of Harvard has talked on 
some of these matters, it would cost him 
his place before the end of a year. 

“Still less does a State university Presi- 
dent dare to speak his whole mind in the 
religious and theological field. He is the 
creature of a political election, and lives 
and works with restricted freedom. This is 
true even in agricultural States that have 
only small cities. 

‘What would be the freedom of a uni- 
versity Faculty in New York that depen 
on an annual vote of the city Board of 
Aldermen? ”’ 


ACQUITTAL FOR GLENNON. 


Parkhurst Society’s Witness, Edgar A. 
Whitney, Fails to Appear. 


Owing to the disappearance of an impor- 
tant witness for the prosecution, Judge 
Newburger in General Sessions yesterday 
directed a jury to bring in a verdict acquit- 
ting Edward Glennon, Devery’s former 
wardman in the Tenderloin, of neglect of 
duty, as charged in an indictment against 
him. Edgar A. Whitney, a former officer 
for the Parkhurst society, was the missin 


witness. . 
He failed to appear when his name was 
called in court last Thursday, and Judge 
Newburger postponed the trial until yester- 
day. District Attorney Jerome wanted the 
case postponed again until Wednesday, but 
acknowledged that he did not know the 
whereabouts of the missing witness. 
Whitney was charged with a felony, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jerome, but he was prom- 
ised immunity if he would testify for ,the 
prosecution in the trial of Glennon. It is 
understood that a bench warrant will be 
issued for his arrest, and if he is appre- 
hended that he will be tried on a charge of 
bribery that was pending against him. 
This was Glennon’s second trial for neg- 
lect of duty. On the first occasion he was 
convicted. The Appellate Court reversed 
the conviction and ordered a new trial. 
Pending his retrial Glennon was assigned to 
lice duty, and after five days’ absence 
rom duty was dismissed from the force. 
Owing to this fact, he will not be able to 
be reinstated on the police force.

Angry Woman Bangs Opposition Wit- 
ness with Race Track Glasses. 


As the ferryboat Garden City was putting 
into her slip at East Thirty-fourth Street 
early last evening with a load of passen- 
gers from the Sheepshead Bay races, a 
well-dressed woman with a large hat and 
looking very determined, unslung a pair of 
field glasses from her shoulder and began 
to whack a man with eyeglasses over the 
head. She knocked off his glasses, beat 
the man’s hat until it fell off, and then she 
thumped his head until her field glasses 
bent. 

The man seemed not to want to strike

FEUD ON CHERRY HILL. 


One Man Hurt in Shooting Affray— 
Three Arrests. 


After firing several shots at each other 
last night three men who were rivals for 
the leadership of the “Cherry Hill Gang” 
were locked up in the Oak Street Station, 
one of them having been slightly wounded. 
The men gave their names as John Sexton 
of 221 William Street, George Emptage, a 
negro, of 340 Cherry Street, and John 
Brady, better known as “ Yakie Yakes,”’ of 
27 Cherry Street. 

The police say that Brady has been for 
many years the leader of the Cherry Hill 
gang. A few weeks ago Emptage was 
beaten by Brady and some of his friends 
and he has just managed to get out. 

Brady and Sexton were walking along 
Roosevelt Street last night. They met 
Emptage, who, it is said, drew a revolver 
from his pocket and immediately opened 
fired. Brady and Sexton, the police say, 
promptly drew their revolvers and _ re- 
turned the fire. 

The shots were heard at the station house 
and Acting Captain Fennelly, with Police- 
men Voss, Healy, Toumy, and Cohen, ran 
to the spot. They found a larg crowd, and 
it was only by a free use of their clubs that 
they succeeded in making their way 
through and placing the three brawlers un- 
der arrest. It was necessary to call out the 
reserves from the Oak Street Station before 
the crowd could be dispersed. 

Emptage was shot in the chin, though not 
seriously. His wound was dressed by Dr. 
Gould of the Hudson Street Hospital. 


SMALLPOX IN THE BRONX. 


Italian Dies in Crowded Tenement— 
Vaccinators’ Rough Time. 


Much excitement was caused yesterday 
among fhe thirty families living in the ten- 
ement house at 2,491 Third Avenue when it 
became known that a man in the house had 
died of smallpox. It became necessary to 
call upon the police to preserve order and 
to force the tenants to submit to vaccina- 


tion. 

Henrico Potnerio, thirty-three years old, 
the dead man, lived at 2,491 Third Avenue 
with his brother-in-law, Augustino Wut- 
chino. He came from Italy only thirty days 
ago and had been sick ever since his ar- 
rival He was attended by a man who is 
knewn only as “ Tony,’ who admitted that 
he was not a physician and that he had 
been practicing as such among the Italian 
families of The Bronx. 

When the man died yesterday, “ Tony” 
asked Dr. Grauna of 558 East One Hun- 


dred and Fiftieth Street to give him a 
death certificate, offering $3 for it. In- 
stead of doing so Dr. Grauna notified the 
Board of Health and suggested that they 
investigate the matter. 

The investigation disclosea_ the fact that 
the man had died of smallpox, and the 
Board of Health lost no time in sending a 
force of men to fumigate the houses in the 
vicinity, and Dr. Kinnear, with a half-dozen 
other physicians, vaccinated every man, 
woman, and child in the neighborhood. 

The house at 2,493 Third Avenue and that 
at 2,491, in which the man died, contained 
about 300 persons. All objected to their 
rooms being fumigated, and they objected 
most strenuously to being vaccinated. The 
pelice were called, and the work was finally 
done most thoroughly. 

This is the first case of smallpox in the 
Bronx this year. The man who attended 
Potnerio during his illness has disappeared. 

The body of the man was removed as 
quickly as possible, and to get it out of 
the way it was sent to North Brother Isl- 
and. Smallpox patients or bodies of persons 
who die of the disease are not taken there 
any longer. The consequence was that the 
Board of Health decided to vaccinate all the 
people on North Brother Island. This in- 
cluded Coroners Berry and O'Gorman, all 
the policemen on duty on the General Slo- 
cum body rescue work, and all the nurses, 
attendants, and other force on the island.

DECENT FUNERALS FOR POOR. 


Ex-Undertaker Offers Services Free to 
Organize Burial Charity. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article in your issue of to-day re- 
garding the conscienceless robbery of those 
responsible for the burying of the General 
Slocum dead by the undertakers of the 
city induces. me to address you. The de- 
sire of the New York Association for Im- 
proving the Condition of the Poor to estab- 
lish a ‘permanent undertaking concern, 
where the needy and others may find avail- 
able services for the burial of their dead, 
with honor and respectability and at prices 
consistent with the cost, is a most lauda- 
ble one, 

The writer is an ex-undertaker and cof- 
fin manufacturer, with an experience that 
has gained for him full and expert knowl- 
edge of the cost of funerals in every feat- 
ure, and it has been a source of surprise 
to him. ever since his residence in this 
city, that some relief for the poor and re- 
spectably economical had not been estab- 
lished, either by the city or by private 
enterprise. I feel deeply regarding the 
need. of some such amelioration of the con- 
ditions at present existing, as suggested 
by Mrs. Ingraham, and propose that a 
complete establishment be operated, under 
an organized company, properly incorporat- 


ed, not only for the undertaking of fu- 
nerals, but, if necessary, for the manu- 
facture of coffins and caskets- from the 
lumber. Such a concern could easily pay 
10 per cent. on the capital invested, and 
yet give funerals at prices so low that a1! 
New York would be astonished. To help 
toward the organization of such an insti- 
tution I will gladly give both time and 
experience, free of any charge, to any per- 
sons who are desirous of doing something 
practical and business-like to help the de- 
cent and economical burial of the people’s 
dead. 

It is not an organized burial charity that 
is so much needed in New York as the 
establishment of an independent under- 
taking company, so operated and controlled 
as to give to the people funerals at as near 
cost as consistent with a self-supporting 
industry. It may not be amiss to suggest 
that it would be possible to save quite an 
itere of expense (in the hiring or main- 
tenance of expensive hearses and carriages) 
by arranging with the street car compa- 
nies to furnish funeral trolley cars for the 
transference of casket, mourners, and 
friends to the cemeteries, or to transporta- 
tion depots for shipment in cases of out- 
of-town interment.

George Rice Calls New Jersey Cor- 
poration Unlawful. 


SAYS TRUST STILL EXISTS 


Rice, Once in the Petroleum Business, 
Has Been Fighting Standard Oil 
for Nearly Thirty Years. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 27,—George Rice 


of Marietta, Ohio, has filed a bill in the 
Court of Chancery asking for the dissolu- 
tion of the Standard Oil Company, as being 
illegal under the Anti-Trust act and also 
under the New Jersey State law. Mr. Rice 
is represented by Charles E. Hendrickson, 
Jr., of Jersey City and James W. N, New- 
lin of Philadelphia. 

The bill says that Mr. Rice owns certain 
of the original Standard Oil Trust certifi- 
cates, and alleges that the Standard ‘| 
Trust, having been declared unlawful in 
Ohio, its counsel, Virgil P. Kline, 8. C. T. 
Dodd, and Joseph H. Choate, procured de- 
lay on the part of the Ohio Supreme Court 
by pretending that the Trustees proposed 
to liquidate in obedience to the Ohio de- 
cree, and that, instead of liquidating, they 
simply made verbal changes by which the 
unlawful enterprise was continued, It is 
claimed that all the trust methods are con- 
tinued by the New Jersey corporation, 
which, it is declared, is itself an illegal en- 
terprise. It is claimed that it cannot law- 
fully be continued through even the indi- 
vidual ownership of the underlying com- 
panies 

The Rice bill asks for a declaration that 
the company is engaged in an unlawful 
business, the appointment of a receiver to 
take all the property that came from the 
trust to the New Jersey corporation, or 
which has since been acquired by it, and 
to divide in kind all these assets among 
the stockholders of the New Jersey corpor- 
ation and the holders of outstanding un- 
surrendered Standard Oil Trust certificates. 

George Rice has been engaged for the 
better part of thirty years in trying to put 
the Standard Oil Company out of business. 
In 1876, according to his own account, he 
was in the petroleum refining business, 
but he fell a victim to freight rates a few 
later. After a number of private 
battles waged without much success, he 
sought aid in the courts, and he entered 
complaints with the Attorney General of 
Ohio to forfeit the charters of the Cincin- 
nati, Washington and Baltimore, and the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Rail- 
roads for alleged freight discriminations. 
The court declined to annul the charters, 
but made restrictions in the power of the 
railroads to fix differing rates for tank- 
car shipments and barreled oil. 

In 1887 Mr. Rice. went before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, and again in 
1889, when four cases of alleged discrimi- 
nation were brought up. Subsequently he 
testified at length before the Industrial 
Commission in 1899, and again was promi- 
nent in the case of the State of Nebraska 
against the Standard Oil Company of 
Louisiana. . 


C. FELLOWES, JR., IN CONTEMPT

Preferred Suburban Handicap to Giving 
Testimony in Court. 


Cornelius Fellowes, Jr., Secretary of the 
Coney Isiand Jockey Club, was adjudged in 
contempt of court yesterday afternoon by 
Justice Kelly of the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, for failing to remain for examination 
in supplementary proceedings brought by 
Edward H. Raymond of Manhattan. 

According to an affidavit filed by George 
Cc. Schriber, lawyer for Raymond, he ob- 
tained a judgment against Fellowes on Jan. 
12 for $104.99. He obtained an order for 
the examination of Fellowes and his wife, 
Natalie, in order that he, might find out 
what property they had, and this order was 
returnable on Thursday, June 16, the day of 
the Suburban Handicap. 

Fellowes and his wife appeared at the 
time directed in the order, and according 
to Mr. Schriber, asked him to consent to an 
adjournment, that they might witness the 
race. This Mr. Schriber refused to. consent 
to, and proceeded with the examination of 
Mrs. Fellowes. When her deposition was 
taken noontime had arrived, and a recess 
was taken, but when Mr. Schriber returned 
to the courtroom to proceed with the ex- 


amination, he could not find either Mr. Fel- 
lowes or his wife. He went to the race 
track and saw Mr. and Mrs. Fellowes in 
the grand stand. 

Justice Kelly in his order directs Mr. Fel- 
lowes to pay the full amount of the judg- 
ment, together with the costs. In his bill 
of costs, Mr. Schriber taxed the amount of 
his expenses at the race track, the sum of 


$2.85. 
SEEKS DEATH AT WIFE’S BIER. 


Callahan’s Wife Had Killed Herself— 
He Will Die. 


Dennis Callahan, a bartender, twenty- 
eight years old, of 400 South Fifth Street, 
Williamsburg, husband of Mrs. Bertha Cal- 
lahan, who ended her life with carbolic 
acid early on Sunday morning, made a des- 
perate attempt yesterday to commit suicide 
by cutting his throat with a razor. The 
attempt was made while he was seated be- 
side the dead body of his wife. 

Ever since the death of the woman Calla- 
han has been grief stricken. All day 
Sunday he sat beside the corpse weeping. 
Late at night the only mourners who re- 
mained were two brothers of Callahan and 
a man name Peterson. Just before 4% 


o'clock yesterday morning Callahan drew a 
razor from his pocket and began to slash 
his throat. He fell from the chair to the 
tloor, and his brothers and Peterson ran 
out of the house to summon aid. Caliahan 
was removed in a dying condition to the 
Eastern District Hospital.

City History Club Requests Municipal 
Co-operation. 


As President of the City History Club, 
Mrs. Robert Abbe sent a communication to 
Mayor McClellan yesterday suggesting that 
a furmal arrangement be made between 
the city and the club by which the latter 
should act as trustee to care for the three 
remaining milestones on what once was the 
old Boston Post Road.

day in Work’s favor, Hebron claimed that 
Work owed him $9,000 in a certain stock 
deal. 


Monkey Funeral at Sea. 

The steamship Minnetonka of the Atlantic 
Transport Line arrived here yesterday 
bringing a large number of animals to be 
added to the Bosteck show at Coney Island. 
One little monkey died during the trip. He 


had been a favorite with the women pas- 
sengers, and when he died he was buried at 
sea with all the ceremonies except the 
religious service. 


JEWISH MARKSMEN ‘IN COURT. 
Association Says That Its President Got 
, Away with $74. 


The first Jewish association of marks- 
men, known as the First Independent 
American Scheutzenbund, with headquar- 
ters at 26 Delancey Street, haled its Presi- 
dent to the Essex Market Court yesterday 
on a charge of embezzling $74. The case 
was put over for two days on the promise 
of each side to produce twenty witnesses 
and no more. 

The President of the association, Samuel 
Syrop of 32 Willet Street, a saloon keéper, 
explained to Magistrate Moss that the 
association ordered him by resolution to 
expend $74 for a plot in Mount Sinai Ceme- 
tery. After the meeting, he said, some of 
the members came to him and told him 
that the money should be expended for the 
relief of the Slocum victims. So urgent 
was their plea, he said, that he did not 


know what to do. He said that he had the 
money ready to deposit in any bank that 
Magistrate Moss might designate. The 
origina] account, he explained, was kept 
in the Federal Bank, and is therefore tied 


up. 

The members of the Scheutzenbund feel 
badly about the court proceedings, accord- 
ing .to their testimony before agistrate 
Moss. Several of them said that they feel 
much pride in their association, and hoped 
at its inception that it might rank with 
the National Guard. They do their shoot- 
ing in Ridgewood Park, Brooklyn. 


WHIST TOURNAMENT BEGINS. 


Northwestern Association Gets the 


Brooklyn Trophy. 


After two sessions of play yesterday aft- 
ernoon and evening the annual tournament 
of the American Whist League is now in 
full swing at the Hotel Majestic. About 
300 devotees of the game were present at 
the opening, including experts, both men 
and women, from all parts of the country. 
Three games in all were decided, the most 
important being for the Brooklyn Trophy. 

Four teams of twelve players entered for 
this, the play being limited to three rounds. 
The result was a comfortable margin for 
the Northwestern Association, headed by 
Judge George L. Bunn of St. Paul, his team 
having twenty-one tricks more than any of 
the others, though the Chicago men stood 
them off on matches.

DIDN’T STEAL $2,000. 


Only $1,950, Said Holm, from Sweden, 
Arrested on Liner. 


Willing to be sent back to Sweden and 
Norway for trial, Jonas Petter Holm, a tax 
bailiff of Soederhamn, Sweden, and Ole 
Kristian, a station agent of the Govern- 
ment railway at Hev, Norway, were re- 
manded yesterday by United States Com- 
missioner. Alexander to await the arrival 
of extradition papers from Washington. 
The two men were arrested on Sunday on 
the liner Moltke, which had just arrived 
from Hamburg. Holm is accused of ap- 
propriating about $2,000 of the taxes col- 
lected by him. The claim that he had 
taken $2,000 was not true, he said.

Holm was identified on the ship by his 
peculiar smile and the fact that three of 
his front teeth are missing.

Holm said he would take it as a special 
favor of the Federal authorities if they 


would permit him to walk about the city 
for a day or two in company with a Deputy 
Marshal, as he **‘ would like to see a little 
of the country before returning, particular- 
ly some of the high buildings, and other 
objects of interest.’’ He seemed much dis- 
appointed’ whén Marshal Henkel’ informed 
him that his request was impossible. 

“Such favors are often extended Ameri- 
cans arrested in our country, I'm sure,” 
the prisoner argued. 


BURNESS IS EXECUTED. 


Man Who Killed Capt. Townsend Meets 
Death at Sing Sing. 


Frank Henry Burness, who killed Capt. 
George B. Townsend of the _ schooner 
Charles Buckley, and who afterward con- 
fessed that he had killed three other men, 
was executed by electricity in the death 
house at Sing Sing yesterday morning. 
Buckley slept soundly all night, and at 6 
o’clock, when Keeper Connorton came for 


him, he was dressed and ready, and said 
he was anxious to have it all over. 

In the execution room Burness assisted 
the officers who strapped him to the chair. 
Four electric shocks were passed through 
his body before he was pronounced dead. 
As no one has claimed it, Burness’s body 
will be buried in quicklime in the cemetery 
adjoining the prison. 


Best’s Temporary Terminal Plan Dead. 

Bridge Commissioner Best’s plan to have 
a five-hundred-thousand-dollar ‘* temporary 
bridge terminal” built in City Hall Park 
as an extension of that part of the bridge 
terminal which now hangs over Park Row 
is as good as dead. He admitted it yes- 
terday. Mr. Best said he had just been 
up to the Department of Parks and had a 
talk with Commissioner John J. Pallas and 


Landscape Architect Samuel J. Parsons, 
Jr., of that department. Both of them op- 
posed the plan. The Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment two weeks ago, when 
Commissioner Best asked for his $500,000 
for the temporary terminal, referred the 
matter to Park Commissioner Pallas. “Mr. 
Pallas will report adversely next Friday to 
the board. 


Consumption Among Street Sweepers. 


Commissioner Woodbury of the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning last night made 
public the result of the examination which 
has been going on for some weeks iy the 
department to ascertain the proportion of 
consumption and bronchial troubles among 
the sweepers. Out of 1872 sweepers ex- 
amined a total of 283 was found to be af- 
fected, 60 with consumption and 223 with 
bronchial troubles, which ultimately lead 


to consumption. The percentage of af- 
fected sweepers is 15, and in commenting 
on the general results of the examination 
the Commissioner states that the 60 cases 
of tuberculosis discovered show a low per- 
centage, although the 223 cases of bron- 
chial trouble give a percentage of these 
troubles that is altogether too high. 


Boy Killed by Fall from Carriage. 


John L. Sence, a Justice of the Peace, of 
644 Jackson Avenue, West New York, N, J., 
took his family on an outing in his car- 
riage on Sunday to Woodbridge to spend 
the day.” On the way home, early in the 
evening, the wheels struck a stump of a 
tree and the wagon was overturned, throw- 
ing Mr. Sence and his seven-year-old son 


Leonard heavily to the ground. The boy’s 
neck was broken, and he died before a 
physician arrived. When the father learned 
that his son was dead he tried to jump off 
the cliff, but was prevented from doing so.

Congressman Lucking Says Platform 
Administers It Ad Nauseam.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Representative 
Lucktng of Detroit, Mich., one of the ablest 
members of the minority and a special 
student of the ship subsidy question, said 
to-day: 

“It is a platform of negations and silence. 
Not a single direct statement or promise 
on a live question is in it. No hope of 
self-government is held out to the Filipinos 
or of the reversal of the policy of Root 
and carpet-baggism and military rule over 
those eight million people. . 

“Knowing that the Democratic Part 
will make an issue of Philippine indepen- 
dence, as it did in 1900, this platform 
dodges the question and maintains silence.

KISSEL APPLICATION DENIED. 


Justice Giegerich Refuses to Continue 
C. and E. I. Injunction. 


Justice Giegerich yesterday handed down 
a decision denying the application of 
Gustav Kissel and Susan Raumer, who 
asked the Court for a continuance of the 
injunction they obtained for the purpose of 
preventing the Chicago and Eastern [Illinois 
Railroad from completing the deal with the 
St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad, the 
St. Loms, Memphis and Southeastern Rail- 
road, the Colonial Trust Company, the New 
York Security Company, and John D. Filey. 


The deal was part of the plan of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad Company 
which is engaged in consolidating the vari- 
ous systems previously operating inde- 
pendently. The plaintiffs allege that the 
scheme practically placed.a mortgage on 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois road. 

The Court decided that the plan was 
neither a fraudulent nor improvident one; 
that intolerable coniusion and injustice 
would result by continuing the injunction, 
The motion, therefore, was denied.

Millionaire, Testifies. 


Mrs. Mary Burbank Newcomb, widow of 
one of the nephews of Ambrose Burbank, 
the eccentric millionaire whose will she is 
contesting, was a witness yesterday at the 
hearing of the contest before Surrogate 
Fitzgerald.

Will Investigate Rumors of Trouble at

Major Gen, Henry C. Corbin, commanding 
the Atlantic Division of the United States 
Army, left yesterday to inspect Fort Ethan 
Allen, in Vermont. The inspection is a 
continuation of his annual tour of all the 
forts in his division, but it was said yes- 
terday that he will pay special attention 
to the reports of the: hardship of the sol- 
diers at that post, which is believed to have 
led many of them during the past year to 
commit suicide or to desert. Most of the 
troops quartered at Fort Ethan Allen of 
late arrived there fresh from service in the

Gen. Dougherty, 
retired, to command the Eighth Infantry. 


PUT BOULDER ON TRACK. 


Attempt to Wreck Train on Staten Is!l- 
and Railroad. 


Capt. Michael Naughton of the Fightieth 
Precinct, 8S. L., was informed yesterday aft- 
ernoon of what is supposed to have been an 
attempt to wreck a passenger train on the 
Staten Island Rapid Transit Railroad, at 
the Centre Street crossing in Grassmére, 
late Saturday night. 

A boulder weighing about 350 pounds had 
been placed close to the rail in such a po- 
sition that a train could not fail to hit it. 
A train consisting of an engine and three 
cars ran into the obstacle. The boulder 
was hit by the pilot of the engine. and 
knocked to one side. The engineer brought 
the train to a sudden stop, and on making 
an investigation found that ‘the boulder 


had rolled down hill to a considerable dis- 
tance from the track. 

The crossing is at a lonely spot, and there 
are no gates, an automatic bell serving as 
n danger signal. When the train struck the 
boulder the jar was distinctly felt by the 
passengers, and there was some excitement. 

Frederick Syce, chief train dispatcher of 
the Rapid Transit Road, said that if the 
boulder had been placed squarely in the 
centre of the track it might have caused 
a serious accident. The train was running 
from Tottenville to St. George and carried a 
big load of passengers.

|United States General Appraisers Rule 


That It Was Not Operative Be- 
fore Dec. 17, 1903. 


That the Cuban reciprocity treaty did not 
take effect prior to Dec. 17, 1903, the date 
cf its ratification by Congress, was the 


‘substance of a dacision handed down yes- 


terday by the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers. The decision is written 
by Judge Henderson M. Somerville. 

The decision overrules a protest by A. G. 


‘Hutcheson. & Co. of New York against the 


assessment of the full Dingley rate on 
goods imported from Cuba between April 
10 and Tec. 17, 1903. 

The treaty originally drawn provided that 
it should go into effect ten days after its 
ratification by the President, which took 
place on April 1. Before this, however, the 
Senate had added a provision that it must 
first be ratified by Congress. The im- 


‘porters asserted that upon its ratification 


by Congress the treaty became retroactive 


‘to the date of the exchange of ratifica- 


tions between Washington and Havana. 
Judge Somerville says: 

“The usual rule is that, where a treaty 
by its own terms fails to fix a time at 
which it is to go into effect, it is consid- 
ered as concluded and operative on the ex-

Starter, Took the Equality. 


FOUL GAVE TEPEE A PURSE 


Disqualification of Cascine Placed Stew- 
ard F. R. Hitchcock’s Filly First 
at Sheepshead Bay. 


—_—_—— 


In the fastest mile race of the ‘Eastern 
season, Dolly Spanker, an added starter 
for the Equality Stakes, at the Sheepshead 
Bay track yesterday, brought confusion 
to the handicappers and form followers by 
galloping past the winning post, pulled to 
a big gallop, half a length before the ‘real 
good thing’”’ of the contest, St. Valentine, 
while the odds-on favorite Savable finished 
far back in the crowd. The mile was run 
in 1:38, the winner, a cast-off from James 
R. Keene's stable, running in the name and 
eolors of R. T. Wilson, Jr., and carrying 
105 pounds. The result was one that was 
more than ordinarily vexatious to the form 
followers, who are not overfond of added 
starters. as additions to a race break in on 
the “figures”’ established by,close calcu- 
lation of past performance’f but Dolly 
Spanker did more than that in his victory 
yesterday, as he turned his own recent form 
upside down. 

The Equality was the single stake event 
of the programme, and thus took on extra 
importance, though including the added 
starter only seven horses went to the post 
for the race. Savable, with 121 pounds and 
ridden by O’Neill, was always the favorite, 
and was at odds-on through the greater 
part of the betting, while St. Valentine was 
the next best backed, his owner, E. R. 
Thomas, who had just returned from St. 
Louis, after the defeat of Hermis there, 
being responsible for a great share of the 
support the colt received. The veteran 
campaigner, Roehampton, was the first to 
show when the start was made and led to 
the last turn, where Dolly Spanker, second 
to that pvint, went to the front and opened 
a big gap on the others, of whom Savabie 
Was next to last. Through the stretch 
Doliy Spanker had the race all his own 
way, for after Roehampton gave it up, none 
of the others ever got near him until they 
were on ‘the winning post, where Dolly 
Sparker, pulled up, was a half length in 
front of St. Valentine, with Toboggan a 
poor third. Savable was outrun at every 
stage of the race and finished galloping 
with so short a stride that many horse- 
men watched him when he pulled up in the 
belief that he had broken down. The 
wretched showing made by the horse went 
unnoticed by the Stewards. In this race 
James Galway’s English-bred colt Meltoni- 
an made his first appearance of the year 
and broke down at the head of the stretch 
and was stopped there. 

The most disagreeable incident of the 
afternoon was produced by the second race, 
in whicn Tepee, owned by F. R. Hitchcock, 
one of the Stewards of the Sheepshead Bay 
meeting, and Toupee, owned by Green B. 
Morris, started equal favorites in a field of 
sixteen horses in a race of six furlongs, 
selling. Tepee, Seymour, and Cascine were 
the most prominent horses throughout, 
Cascine, who was on the outside at the 
head of the stretch there, running around 
Tepee, and, ridden out by the small boy 
Coleman, winning, with Tepee second. On 
the turn and through the stretch Coleman 
was whipping with his left hand, though 
well in front of Tepee for nearly all of the 
Jjast quarter, but O'Neil, who rode Tepee, 
made a. claim that Cascine had fouled 
Tepee at the head of the stretch, and after 
a brief inquiry, the winner was disquali- 

~ fied, and Tepee got the race, to the great 
surprise of bettors, few of whom even 
knew that a claim of foul had been made. 

In the opening race Britisher, in a big 
field _of maiden two-year-olds, started at 
odds-on, and leading about all the distance 
won easily. 

For the third race Waterside, from the 
Bennington stable, was favorite and led 
until well into the last quarter, where he 
tired and stopped, Tongorder then closing 
on the rail and winning, ridden out, from 
Hot Shot. Dalesman, heavily backed, for 
the fifth event, went to the front at the 
start and leading all the way won easily by 
four lengths from the favorite, River 
Pirate. 

In the last race fifteen maidens, three 
years old and over, ran with Aurum.aster 
the favorite, Gay Lizette, well up all the 
distance, drawing out at the end and win- 
ning by three parts of a length from St. 
Gallen, third. The weather yas pleasant, 
the track good, and the attendance extra- 
ordinarily large.

Competing Craft in Gold Cup Race 
Ran Out of Fuel. 


VINGT-ET-UN WAS THE WINNER 


Victor Drifted Over the Finish Line 
While the Fiat Il]. Was Towed 
Into Harbor. 


No records were broken yesterday, in the 
first race of the Smith & Mabley 
and Hollander &-Tangeman auto boats 
for the two-thousand-dollar gold cup 
at the Larchmont Yacht Club. There 
was, however, one decidedly unusual 
feature, and that was the forgetfulness of 
Cc. H. Tangeman, who ran the boat of his 
firm, to carry enough gasoline .along to 
complete the race, Consequently, the free 
gift of the first race could not very well be 
refused by the second boat, and all that 
the Smith & Mabley boat had to do was to 
run over the course in go-as-you-please 
time. As it was, the winning craft nar- 
rowly escaped a similar fate by running 
out of gasoline just before the finish line 
was reached, but had sufficient power to 
drift over, finishing the thirty-mile course 
in the elapsed time of 1:58:40. 

To say that the result of this first event 
for the trophy of which so much has been 
said was disappointing would be a mild 
statement from the viewpoint of those who 
went up to Larchmont to see a spirited 
contest of two of the most modern and 
supposedly fastest auto boats that have 
been turned out in this country. The 
Fiat III, which is the name of the Hol- 
lander & Tangeman boat, is equipped with 
an Italian motor showing, after the most 
careful test, 66.25 horse power. The hull 
was designed by H. R. Sutphen of this 
city. and the boat was built at Bayonne. 

The Vingt-et-Un is the name of the Smith 
& Mabley boat. Both huli and motor were 
made in the factory of the company in this 
city. The boat shows a horse power of 59.7. 
It is 38 feet 10 inches long, while the Fiat 
III, is 39 feet 11 inches long. The rating of 
the latter, under the rules of the Amerjcan 
Power Boat Association, is 85.6 while the 
Vingt-et-Un is 84 On the thirty mile 
course the Fiat III. allows the Vingt-et- 
Un 1:39. 

The companies chartered a special boat 
which carried a host of friends and auto 
boat enthusiastics from the city to the 
Larchment Club. The race was scheduled 
to start at 10 o'clock, but numerous delays, 
culminating with defects in the Vingt-et-Un 
engines, necessitating nearly two hours of 
repairing, caused a long delay so that the 
starting gur was not fired until 2:35. Ford 
Hamilton managed the Vingt-et-Un while 
Cc. H. Tangeman steered the Fiat. W. 
Proctor Smith practically admitted defeat 
at_the start, as his engine was sparking 
badly to-day. The Fiat made an excellent 
start, crossing the line 11 seconds after the 
gun, and the Vingt-et-Un went over 30 
seconds after. 

At the first mile it was easy to see that 
the Vingt-et-Un was picking up. The boats 
were soon out of view, but as they came 
down on the last stretch of the triangle 
the Fiat was not to be seen. The special 
steamboat went after her and picked her 
up off Matinicock Point, out of fuel. She 
had gone about eight miles, and was thén 
towed home. It was learned that Mr. 
Tangeman had taken cut eighteen gallons 
of gasoline in the morning, but as he had 
spent the greater gy of the day in run- 
ning back and forth in the harbor, his sup- 
ply had run low, and he rashly declined to 
take the suggestion of one of his friends 
that he fill up previous to the start. it 
would make uncomforfable reading to cite 
the remarks that were used to express 
the different views of a competitor in a 
Gold Cup race failing to carry sufficient 
gasoline. 

The Vingt-et-Un, which had about twenty 
gallons of gasoline, then went over the 
cours@ which was twice over a fifteen-mile 
course, finishing the first round in_ 1:04:07. 
It was after dark before the enthusiasts 
got back to the city. The winning boat’s 
time of 1:58:40 for the thirty miles gives 
her an average of 15.19 knots an hour, or 
a trifle less than 17% statute miles, far be- 
low anything approaching a record. Bet- 
ter things are promised for to-day. The 
contest is for the best two out of three 
races, and the committee decided to run 
off the two races, provided both are neces- 
sary, to-day.

ea JAPAN CONTROL OF THE SEA? 

By the public and press in this coun- 
/ try it has been assumed that Japan’s 
-  _pmecesses in the war have placed beyond 
©, doubt a final victory for the Mikado’s 

men. This assumption rests chiefly on 
the difficulty and expense involved in 
reinforcing and supplying the Russian 
Army in Manchuria over a long line of 
single track railway, the control of the 
sea having been generally conceded to 
the Japanese. Do the facts justify the 
belief that Japan can maintain the ex- 
isting condition of naval superiority? 
Practically all the knowledge we have 
concerning the naval operations off Port 
Arthur is contained in dispatches coming 
from Japanese sources. Admiral Toco 
ne that his vessels were practically 
imjured after the Russian sortie. He 
: that one Russian battleship was 
and that two cruisers were badly 
, But it ‘* evident that the Russian

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noeuvre in the Open sea, and this escape 
from the idleness heretofore imposed 
upon them, coupled with the activity of 
the Vladivostok squadron, proves that 
Japan may not be permitted undisturbed 
eontrol of the sea. 

It is practically certain that nei- 
ther of the Russian squadrons will 
be destroyed without a very well 
fought battle, and it is highly probable 
that, in such a fight, some of the Jap- 
anese ships would receive serious, if not 
fatal, injury. But, even admitting the 
possibility of their escape from disabling 
damage, it is reasonable to suppose that 
the condition of the Japanese vessels 
would not be improved by such a stub- 
born fight as the Russians undoubtedly 
would make. Coming at the end of four 
months of constant blockade and battle, 
the strength of the Mikado’s fleet would 
be considerably deteriorated. Let it be 
admitted that all the Japanese vessels 
were still able to keep the sea, they 
could not fail to be less powerful factors 
than they were before, To worry the 
blockaders and to do as much harm as 
possible to the Japanese ships would be 
good policy for the Russians, therefore, 
even if they expended all their vessels 
now in the Pacific. Japan has no re- 
serve. What can be done to maintain her 
present control of the sea must be done 
with the vessels that have been already 
so hard worked. Assuming that no se- 
rious injury has been done to the block- 
ading fleets in the last few days, Japan 
has five battleships and six armored 
cruisers available to meet the fresh levia- 
thans cf the Russian Navy, known as 
ithe Baltic fleet. It may be _ several 
months before these new ships can reach 
Asiatic waters, but it may be treated 
as a certainty that the Baltic fleet will 
go to the China Sea, if the Russian Em- 
peror decides to send it. 

Taking into consijderation the ships re- 
maining available on both sides, the ma- 
terial superiority may be regarded as be- 
ing with the Russians, for they will 
match five of their own battleships 
against five of the Japanese and will 
have two left over to deal with the six 
Japanese armored cruisers. As one first- 
class battleship is held to be the equal 
of three armored cruisers, the two fleets 
might be regarded as having equal 
strength. But the probability is great 
that the Japanese vessels will have suf- 
fered such diminution of their effective- 
ness as to put them in a position of in- 
feriority to their opponents. 

If, therefore, these two fleets should 
emulate the celebrated Kilkenny cats, 
and destroy each other, the Russians 
would take control of the sea with their 
effective protected cruisers, of which 
they have many more than have the 
Japanese, 

Once the ocean highway was thus 
opened, the fine ships of the Russian 
volunteer fleet, capable of carrying 2,000 
men each, could rush troops to the as- 
wistance of KUROPATKIN in overwhelming 
masses, and, eventually, the invasion of 
Japan itself would follow. 

Such a programme could not be car- 
ried out in a few weeks. It might not be 
possible to get the Baltic fleet north of 
Singapore before next Winter; but the 
“slow and sure” policy is one that Rus- 
sia understands, and it may be worth 
her while to wait. 

That Admiral Toco recognizes the ne- 
cessity for Saving his heavy vessels as 
much as possible is shown by the skillful 
manner in which he keeps them in re- 
serve, sending in his destroyers to do tne 
chief work. The fact that the Russian 
Admiral reports only three Japanese 
battleships on blockade duty shows that 
two have been injured or else detached 
to watch Admiral SKRYDLOFF’S squad- 
ron. If the Vladivostok cruisers should 
get away again it will be almost certain 
proof that it is not Japanese lack of 
vigilance that permits their escape, but 
an insufficient force of powerful ships— 
an alternative now strongly suspected 
by navy’ officers. 


THE AMERICAN EXAMPLE. 

It was a very sensible and logical no- 
tion on the part of the National Liberal 
Club of London to invite Mr. GEorRGE 
HavVEN PutTNaAM of this city to address 
them on “The Fiscai Question in the 
United States from the Point of View of 
a Business Man.”’ Mr. PuTNAM is a busi- 
ness man of high standing and long ex- 
perience, engaged both in the manufact- 
ure and importation of books, with im- 
portant connections abroad. His house 
has given much attention to the produc- 
tion of books of authority dealing with 
economic matters of all sorts, and he is 
at home with authors of these works. 
He modestly disclaims any right to speak 
of economic subjects as a student, but a 
student he is all the same, and his stur- 
dy independence and integrity of judg- 
ment, with his advanced conception of 
civic duty, shown in many a hard-fought 
battle in the interest of the people, make 
his conclusions worthy of respect in any 
circle. 

The historical and analytical account 
of the origin, workings, methods, and di- 
rect and indirect influence of the policy 
of hindering competition by taxing it for 
the advantage of favored interests was 
at once candid and acute. We do not 
know what are the intentions of Mr. 
Putnam in the pending campaign, but he 
is a warm admirer of President RoossE- 
VELT, and if that gentleman contem- 
plates, as some of his friends intimate, 
an effort some time in the future to mod- 
ify in the direction of reason the ex- 
treme tariff policy of his party, a general 
circulation of Mr. Putnam's thorough 
and lucid address would prepare the 
party mind for such a course. Independ- 
ently of this not very probable contin- 
gency, we should be glad to see the ad- 
dress published in a form to reach as 
many men in as many different parts of 
the country as possible, for it would 
make for intelligent estimate of the act- 
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of the the future. 

We cannot attempt to summarize Mr. 
Putnam's admirable statement, but there 
are several points he makes in it with 
such clearness and force that they de- 
Serve mention, One is the fact that the 
“wrong use of the functions of the Gov- 
ernment in interfering with business op- 
erations and in steering wealth into the 
pockets of a favored group of citizens” 
was a prime factor in the troubles we 
have had with the “ perplexing matter of 
fiat currency.” It is a short step and a 
direct one from the notion that the law 
may properly force citizens to buy in a 
dear market to the notion that the law 
may compel men to take “‘ cheap” money 
in payment for goods or for debts. An- 
other point is, whatever immediate in- 
dustrial or economic advantages there 
may be in the operation of a protective 
tariff, impeding competition for the ben- 
efit of selected interests, the demoraliza- 
tion of both the beneficiaries and the vic- 
tims of such a policy is inevitable. The 
former accumulate wealth apart from the 
rewards of skill, energy, and enterprise, 
and the latter pay heavy fines for others 
v.ithout being able to trace them. Again, 
the high tariff rates, repressing compe- 
tition from abroad, tend to stimulate it 
at home until the domestic competitors 
combine, and the trusts with their par- 
tial or complete monopoly are the result. 
With such combinations the control of 
legislation is a simple and unavoidable 
element in their business calculations. 
Since tariffs make or unmake the 
crances for outside competition, the au- 
thority to shape tariffs must be kept in 
“friendly” hands. Then—and this is the 
last of the few points to which we shall 
call attention—extravagance is the child 
of protection. A surplus in the Treas- 
ury is an invitation to the reduction of 
the tariff, and it has been invariably 
gotten rid of as soon as possible whe it 
has occurred. 

In his address Mr. PuTNAM indulged in 
but a single suggestion as to the appli- 
cation of our experience to the pending 
agitation in England, but it was suffi- 
ciently pointed: 


I shall myself be very much surprised if 
British constituencies, containing an in- 
creasing proportion of intelligent and edu- 
cated voters, and British legislators who, 
under present methods of selection, con- 
stitute, I judge, the most intelligent repre- 
sentative body in the world, should be will- 
ing, after due consideration of their own 
problems and an adequate study of the 
experience of other nations, to decide for 
the reconstituting of the trade policies of 
the Middle Ages, policies which would turn 
the halls of Westminster into a place of 
barter. 


THE STRIKE IN THE CLOTHING 
TRADE. 

The ill-advised strike of the garment 
workers against the urgent protest of the 
wisest and most capable leaders of their 
organizations is now in full progress. Too 
late to save them, those who find them- 
selves conducting it are vainly regretting 
that the issue is one which does not ad- 
mit of compromise. It is either the 
open shop or the closed shop. As there is 
no basis for the hope or expectation that 
the employers will abandon their posi- 
tion and consent to discharge every man 
who declines to affiliate with the unions 
of the industry, the outlook is extremely 
discouraging and defeat seems certain. 

The prolongation of the struggle will 
not only make the more difficult a set- 
tlement which will save the unions, but it 
will inflict a serious and perhaps irre- 
parable injury upon the clothing trade of 
New York and upon all connected with it 
as wage payers or wage earners. It is 
the greatest of the local industries, but 
it is not without keen competition. Dur- 
ing recent years Chicago has made im- 
portant gains as a centre for clothing 
manufacture at the expense of New 
York. Present conditions are not favora- 
ble to satisfactory profits, and some 
slowing up of the industry was to be ex- 
pected until after the turn of the tide, 
which it is hoped will follow the Presi- 
dential election. It would, however, have 
kept going, and the losses, if any, would 
have fallen upon the manufacturers. The 
1,200 cutters now on strike in New York 
averaged about $18 per week, and have 
surrendered a weekly income of at least 
$21,600. The 20,000 idle tailors averaged 
about $15 per week, and are losing $300,000 
weekly. To this should be added a week- 
ly loss of not less than $50,000 by the idle 
finishers, and perhaps as much more for 
other classes of labor not enumerated. 
The sum of these losses is $425,000 week- 
ly. If the strike should last two months 
this would reach the startling total of 
$3,600,000. What losses would come to 
the employers from two months of idle’ 
ness at this time, in unearned profits, 
diversion of business to other centres, 
loss of prestige and general business dis- 
organization, might very well be as much 
more. New York cannot afford to suf- 
fer this vast damage to its material pros- 
perity without at least an effort on the 
part of such of its influential citizens as 
are in a position to do so to avert it. 

The popularity of the strike in which 
the cutters and tailors have pen Ho so 
light heartedly rests upon an entire mis- 
conception on the part of those engaged 
in it. Their wisest ieaders have told them 
it was foredoomed to failure, that it was 
not essential to the preservation of their 
unions, and that any possible outcome 
would be fatal to what they have built 
up during fifteen years of hard and con- 
sistent work. They do not believe them. 
Perhaps the same cold truths would im- 
press them if formally enunciated by 
certain disinterested gentlemen in whom 
they have full confidence. The strong- 
hold of the tailors’ unions is the great 
east side. There the names of Jamzs 
SPEYER, OSCAR STRAUS, JACOB H. ScHIFF, 
and Jesse SELIGMAN are household words. 
As the result of a careful examination of 
the situation in the clothing trade and of 
conference with those who speak with 


authority, we are sa-isfied that if the 
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tary committee without identification 
with any established hody, should advise 
themselves of the exact facts and lay 
these before the garment workers, with a 
recommendation to abandon the impossi- 
ble issues on which they now stand, they 
could end the disastrous strike in a few 
days—the more easily if the manufactur- 
ers will authorize fhem to pledge the 
honor of their association, and of every 
member thereof, that there will be no 
discrimination against the union, no re- 
vival of the sweatshop system, and no 
effort to make the open shop mean a 
shop in which the. union man cannot 
work. This is the position of the manu- 
facturers at present, It will continue to 
be their position until the excesses of 
the union and ‘ts obstinate insistence 
upon impossible demands unite them in a 
purpose to crush it as a measure of self- 
protection. 

It is not often that three or four pri- 
vate gentlemen, without official duty or 
responsibility, and for no other reason 
than that they have won the confidence, 
respect, and love of a large and influen- 
tial element of the working population 
of New York, by practical and unosten- 
tatious benevolence, find themselves in a 
position to render so signal a service to 


the city in which they live. '

MANHATTAN BRIDGE AGAIN. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea; 

I was much pleased with your editorial 
on the Manhattan Bridge this morning, 
and you are getting on to the inwardness 
of the change in the accepted design. This 
proceeds wholly from the bitter antagonism 
to anything the late Bridge Commissioner 
did or proposed, on the part of two of his 
former subordinates whom he got rid of 
for insubordination and disloyalty. No mat- 
ter what criticism may -be made of Mr. 
LINDENTHAL’s personal peculiarities, he is 
a brilliant man and able scientist, so far 
above his antagonists as not to be named 
in the same breath. As a matter of fact, 
the present Bridge Department is entirely 
unequal to handling such a great proposi- 
tion as the Manhattan Bridge, and it is a 
shame that this great city should be made 
the victim of personal animosities or of 
inexperience. ENGINEER.

The above communication is from a 
distinguished engineer, whose name, 
were we at liberty to publish it, would 
add great weight to what he says, both 
with the profession and the public. It 
is, as he says, a shame that the interests 
of New York, in an important public 
work, should be made the football of the 
personal grudges of public officials, and 
should be sacrificed to the satisfaction of 
those grudges. It is intolerable. 

At present the decision of the matter 
rests with the Art Commission, which 
has already approved one design for the 
structure in question, and which is surely 
entitled to an explanation why another 
and entirely different design should be 
submitted to it. We have no reason to 
suppose that that body will fail in its 
public duty in the premises. Meanwhile 
the Mayor may be respectfully advised, 
in the interest of his own administration 
and of the success of a work which will 
be one of its chief monuments, to inform 
himself of the view taken by competent 
and disinterested engineers of the change 
of plans for the Manhattan Bridge, if, 
that is, he fails to be completely satis- 
fied by the report of the unquestionably 
competent and disinterested engineers of 
Mayor Low’s commission, of whom, by 
the way, our present correspondent is 
not one. The view taken by the artistic 
authorities is already before him in the 
action taken by the Fine Arts Federa- 
tion. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Fourth of July always makes 2 lot of 
work, with incidental fees, for the doctors, 
but with that apparent disregard of self-in- 
terest at which the doctors themselves are 
never tired of exclaiming, the medical jour- 
nals are all indulging in vehement denun- 
ciation of the established method of cele- 
brating the anniversary, as well as giving 
explicit directions for treatment of the in- 
evitable wounds about to be inflicted upon 
young celebrators and old ones. With the 
denunciation we are not much concerned, 
because nothing it contains is new, and 
we have no reason to expect it to have any 
effect, but the advice as to what should be 
done after tha wounds are inflicted, as well 
as information as to the sort most to be 
feared, are worth public attention. The 
number of people killed outright on Fourth 
of July or the victims of injuries serious as 
injuries, is not very large; considering the 
large fraction of our enormous population 
that is put or puts itself in more or less 
peril on that day, the smallness of the num- 
ber speaks very well for the intelligence and 
carefulness with which most of us handle 
the assorted explosives of which we are 
once a year so barbarously fond. The worst 
consequences of the day follow trivial 
wounds into which enter the bacilli of teta- 
nus. This happens, not when a boy burns 
himself in setting off a firecracker, big or 
little, or in the manipulation of roman 
candles and similar toys, but when he 
drives the grime on his own hands deep 
into his flesh with one of the wretched 
little pistols that are his favorite exponent 
of patriotism. Every such injury, however 
sma]l the showing it makes on the surface, 
is a menace of frightful death, and the 
menace can be removed only by immediate 
resort to heroic measures. These are of 
two kinds—the injection of an antitoxin 
and the opening up of the wound to its 
deepest and furthest laceration. The teta- 
nus bacillus is of the sort called anaerobic, 
that is, it develops without, and only when 
protected from, the free atmospheric oxy- 
gen. To heal the wound under which it 
lies is therefore a fatal error, for just as 
the patient congratulates himself on com- 
plete recovery, or forgets his scratch, the 
period of incubation ends and he is at- 
tacked by lockjaw. He may be saved even 
then, but the chances are terribly against 
it. The treatment of a wound suspected of 
harboring the bacilli of tetanus is a serious 
surgical operation, requiring the use of an 
anaesthetic, and the apparent’ need of it is 
so slight that in few instances is anything 
Gone in time. The sensible course is to dis- 
criminate in the choice of noise-producers. 
A superficial hurt, though big and painful, 
is a trifle compared with one that sends 
germ-bearing dirt deep into the flesh. 


—Each contestant in the Eastern war 
finds fault with the other's treatment of 
prisoners) The Russians have again and 
again charged the Japanese with slaugh- 
tering the wounded left behind in that 
backward motion which seems to be char- 
acteristic of Russia’s ‘military methods, 
while the Japanese complain that the Rus- 
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sians not only refuse to exchange prisoners, 
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but to give any information in re- 
gard to those they hold. Unfortunately for 
the Russians, there will be great difficulty 
in’ proving the barbarities they charge, 
while the Japanese will have none in prov- 
ing theirs. On the whole, the war seems 
to have been conducted with reasonable 
humanity on both sides, and it seems to he 
the policy of, both to treat prisoners as 
well as circumstances permit. ‘There is in- 
dubitable evidence that in many cases this 
policy has been carried out in a most com- 
mendable way. Both the Russians and the 
Japanese, however, are making use of sol- 
diers at that stage of civilization when it 
is hard to discriminate between public and 
private enemies, and it may be that in iso- 
lated cases Japanese of the ruder sort, 
when not under the eyes of their officers, 
have improperly killed after a battle the 
men whom they properly tried to kill while 
the battle was on. Quite as likely is it that 
in so doing they followed the example of 
such wild Cossacks as the Czar used in the 
massacre that not many years ago filled 
the Amur with the corpses of Chinese 
certainly helpless and presumably harm- 
less. At any rate, there is nothing obnox- 
ious to adverse criticism in the proven acts 
of the Japanese. Their soldiers have been 
explicitly warned that. the individual Rus- 
sian is not an enemy, and beyond question 
their official intention is scrupulously to 
observe the rules of civilized war. Of the 
Russians one cannot speak with any such 
certainty. They feel the irritation that 
naturally follows defeat by a despised foe, 
and their school of war has not been a 
gentle one. 


——Evidently, Dowrm has given up Eng- 
land and her colonies as sources of con- 
verts and contributions, and intends never 
to venture again among those of whom he 
was once the fellow-subject. What he said 
about the King in Australia—that he had 
no religion to spare and would get to 
heaven, if he did get there, by the skin of 
his teeth—was mild, indeed, compared with 
the tirades that marked each of the 
Prophet’s sermons on Sunday, and were 
he to return to London now, he would en- 
counter something worse than a lockout 
by the best hotels.

hand. 


MANHATTAN BRIDGE PLANS. 


Lindenthal’s Eye-Bar Scheme and Wire 
Cable Design Contrasted. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Many of those in technical circles who 
read your editorial of the 19th inst. on the 
Manhattan Bridge must, like myself, have 
done so with utter astonishment, for the 
facts are the very reverse of what you 
state them to be. Instead of the wire- 
cable design being a “‘spite’’ design, as 
you assert, it is just the other way—the 
Lindenthal design was the “ spite’’ design, 
if any, and the wire-cable design was the 
one originally drawn up and approved by 
the city authorities and discarded by Com- 
missioner Lindenthal for a new engineer- 
ing and architectural freak of his own, 
which raised such bitter criticism and op- 
position in engineering circles that the re- 
sult has been, first, to prevent its being ap- 
proved by the City Council, and, second, to 
cause its definite rejection and a return to 
the original plans or substantially so. A 
part of this discussion was published in 
The Engineering News July 2, 1908, and 
following numbers. 

Briefly, the eye-bar scheme of Commis- 
sioner Lindenthal was got up apparently, 
and I am informed purposely, with the aim 
and object of building a monument to its 
inventor, and in this it would have suc- 
ceeded remarkably well. Architecturally it 
was in the writer’s opinion probably the 
ugliest specimen of its kind that ever was 
designed. But it is more from an engineer- 
ing point that it deserves criticism and that 
it has been criticised. In the first place, 
this design is enormously heavier and very 
much more costly for the same carrying 
capacity than a cable suspension bridge, 
and in the second place it involved new en- 
gineering probiems which have never be- 
fore been solved and new questions of 
doubt arising as to its real strength and 
stability. In particular I refer to the 
enormous eye-bars, the like of which have 
never yet been constructed or tested, and 
which would have required, to say the 
least, the construction of special and very 
costly machinery, first for manufacturing 
and second for testing them, the cost of 
which machinery must necessarily be added 
to the cost of the bridge itself, as it would 
be valueless for any other purpose. More- 
over, it practically restricted the bidding to 
one or two possible firms, thus to all in- 
tents and purposes eliminating competition 
and still further increasing the cost. 

The indisputable superiority from every 
point of view of the cable bridge and the 
innumerable questions raised by this new 
bridge should have been enough considera- 
tion in itself to prevent the approval of 
this design by tlhp board of experts ap- 
pointed by Mayor Low for this purpose; 
but the fact that it wantonly and to no 
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expense to the taxpayers of the city should 
have been decisive. The fact that in spite 
of these objections the board reported 
favorably to the new bridge is no answer 
to the facts against it; more particularly 
as the reports of the board do not consider 
in any way the comparative merits of the 
two bridges, but merely reported on the 
feasibility of the new plans. 

If the Art Commissioners have any con- 
cern with an inquiry into the engineering 
features of public structures the time to 
have exercised it was the time a™ which 
the old bridge plans were abandoned by Mr. 
Lindenthal when he came into office, thus 
occasioning a delay of some four or five 
years in the construction of the new bridge, 
as well as a wholly unnecessary contro- 
versy. But I do not so understand their 
function, I understand that the Art Com- 
mission exercised no choice as to the com- 
parative artistic merits of the two designs, 
and they gave their approval (with some 
restrictions) to the new bridge designs 
without any reference to the old ones. For 
them now to step in and attempt to inter- 
fere in an engineering question of this sort, 
and that in favor of the more questionable 
of the two designs, would certainly be not 
“an exercise of timely and reasonable curi- 
osity,’’ but a piece of unwarranted imper- 
tinence. 

As a native of New York City I have 
more than an inquisitive interest in the set- 
tlement of this question, and I think it but 
right that you should set the matter before 
the people in its proper light and let them 
understand that they are to be congratu- 
lated, and the engineers who raised the op- 
position to be thanked, for the final dis- 
carding of the ‘“‘freak'’ eye-bar the ap- 
proval of which designs, in spite of the 
evidence against them by some constituted 
authorities, had all the earmarks of a po- 
liticaljob.

By a Democrat, 
ARTICLE III. 


In the last preceding article a plan of 
tariff reform, embodying free wool, free 
hides, free coal, free wood pulp, reciprocity 
with Canada, a revision of the chemical 
schedule, a simplification of the customs 
drawback law, and a modification of the 
internal revenue act, so as to provide 
cheaper alcohol for use in the arts and 
manufactures, was outlined. 

There is nothing exceedingly radical in 
these suggestions. The proposition which 
is likely to be most seriously opposed by 
the adherents of the existing tariff system 
is that of free wool. Free wool has been 
called the keystone of the arch of protec- 
tion, but free wool also lies at the very 
basis of the development of our woolen in- 
dustry—our manufactures of wool. Without 
free raw material in that industry, we can 
never expect to attain the predominance in 
that branch of manufactures to which the 
United States appears to be entitled. 

Will the abolition of the duty on wool 
threaten the interests of the wool grow- 
ers? There seems not the least reason for 
thinking that the market for domestic 
wool would be lost, though not unlikely 
the growers might have to accept lower 
prices. But this is a case where the gen- 
eral welfare must be considered superior 
to the demands or advantages of any class. 

Wool growing in the United States is a 
dying industry. Proof of the fact is found 
in the circumstance that the tariff, through 
long years of operation, has failed absolute- 
ly to increase the production of wool. With 
the exception of the brief period during 
which the Wilson bill was in force, the 
domestic grower has had protection against 


; the foreign article for a long term of years, 


and yet the clip of wool to-day is no larger 
than it was a decade ago or even two 
decades ago. 

The statistics in this respect are abso 
lutely conclusive. The table which follows 
shows the wool clip in each of the last ten 
years, in the shape of washed and tn- 
washed wool, and also indicates the yield 
of scoured wool. The figures are taken 
from the bulletins issued from year to 
year by the National Association of Woo 
Manufacturers,

Fluctuations there have been, it will be 
seen, from year to year, accordingly as 
conditions: have been favorable or the re- 
verse, but there is not the least evidence 
of growth. For 1903 the aggregate clip 
was 287,450,000 pounds; for 1894 it was 
2*8,210,712 pounds. The yield in scoured 
wool was 124,366,405 pounds in 1908 and 
112,092,268 pounds in 1894. 

Nor is the lack of growth characteristic 
of the last decade alone. If we go back 
twenty years to 1883 we find that in that 
year the wool product was estimated at 
290,000,000 pounds, which is better than the 
287,450,000 pounds reported as the clip for 
1908. Thus the tayiff barrier has availed 
nothing to increase the output, demonstrat- 
ing that conditions in the United States 
are not favorable to wool growing, other- 
wise there must have been tremendous ex- 
pansion. 

Will it be maintained that the tax of 7 
to 12 cents a pound on foreign wool should 
be continued for the sole and simple rea- 
son that it adds to the home price of the 
article, taking thereby a corresponding 
sum out of the pockets of the consumer 
without conferring any attendant benefits 
whatever. That perhaps is the naked pol- 
icy of protection, but how many people 
in this country are prepared to defend it 
in that form—especially where its effect 
ia stunting an important industry, woolen 
marufactures, is so manifest. 

In other industries, like iron and steel, 
the protective tariff advocate can at least 
pcint to something tangible in the shape 
of developing activity with the resulting 
enlargement of the field of employment, 
whether or not the achievement can justiy 
be credited to the system of high tariffs. 
In the case Of wool there is positively noth- 
ing to show except a higher price. 

No doubt most persons imagine that in 
the absence of an increased home supply, 
foreign importations of wool have greatly 
increased. Nothing of the kind. The tariff 
on wool has been maintained at such fig- 
ures as to prevent any considerable aug-. 
mentation in the use of foreign wool. In 
the calendar year 1903 the imports of wool 
into the United States amounted to 173,- 
573,891 pounds. Ten years before, or to be

Surely, in the face of all this, it is not 
necessary to argue further the point wheth- 
er free wool would be beneficial or not to 
the community at large. 

Free hides would also confer important 
benefits. Our imports of hides in. the cal- 
endar year 1903 were 106,313,926 pounds, on 
which under the law an import tax of 15 
per cent, ad valorem was levied. There can 
be no Gcoubt that this tax is a burden upon 
consumer and manufacturer alike in the 
home market and that to the extent to} 
which it increases the cost of leather goods 
it is an obstacle in the way of the exploita- 
tion of the foreign markets for this class 
of goods. 

Our boots and shoes excel those made in 
any other country, and much the same 
statement may be safely made concerning 
other classes cof leather goods. The cir- 
cumstance mentioned has already counted 
strongly in favor of the United States in 
the foreign markets, but every one knows 
that price is at least a consideration of 
equal importance with quality in attract- 
ing purchasers. Free hides would give the 
manufacturer in this industry cheaper raw 
material and thus make it possible to lower 
the cost of manufactures of leather. 

And who would be hurt by placing hides 
on the free list? The few sich sleughtering 
concerns now possessing a monopoly of the 
business, who buy cattle on the hoof and 
cut it up for meat, might have to take 
a lower price for the hides they had to 
sell, thus reducing somewhat the inordin- 
ate profits now made by these establish- 
ments. It is not easy to see how any 
other interest could suffer. 

As usual, the baneful influence of this 
tax is in great measure hidden It is not 
alone that the manufacturer must puy the 
tax on his foreign importations, but that 
the price of the materials purchased at 
home is correspondingly advanced.

OLD GAR STABLE SIT 


Thompson & Dundy to Get Lease 
for Twenty-one Years. 


A CIRCUS TO BE PERMANENT 


Largest Amusement Project Yet Under- 
taken in New Up-Town Centre— 
Will Erect Elaborate Building. 


The incorporation ft Albany of the New 
York Hippodrome with a capital of $1,000,- 
000 is generally taken to mean that the 
project for the erection of a great amuse- 
ment structure on the old Sixth Avenue 
ear stables block from Forty-third to 
Forty-fourth Street, for Thompson & 
Dundy of Luna Park, is about to be carried 
out. 

This site is to be leased to the showmen 
for a long term—that is, for twenty-one 
years with several privileges of renewal— 
and a mammoth building is to be erected 
thereon, which with the exception of Mad- 
ison Square Garden will contain the largest 
auditorium in the city, seating about 6,000 
persons. 

The new building will cover the entire 
plot, which measures 200 feet on Sixth 
Avenue and 240 feet on either street. It 
will not be a lofty structure—probably not 
over 60 or 70 feet high—but will have an 
extension which it is promised will be of 
highly ornamental and distinctive char- 
acter. It will be of strictly fire-proof con- 
struction, and will be erected from plans 
prepared by Mr. Thompson, carrying out a 
large number of his-own ideas both in es- 
sential structural features and in interior 
mechanica] devices to aid in the production 
of spectacles. 

The purposes of the incorporators of the 


new enterprise, according to the certificate 


filed at Albany, are to own and manage 
‘“‘music halls, circuses, hippodromes, and 
restaurants."’ While the hippodrome or per- 
manent circus will be its essential feature, 
the new Sixth Avenue building will also 
contain an enormous stage for such parts 
of exhibitions as may best be presented in 
this manner. 


The terms under which the property has i 


been leased have not been made public. 
The ground is valued, roughly, at $1,500,- 
000, and if the lease is at 5 per cent. net 
on this amount it will mean an annual 
rental of $75,000. 

Aside from being the largest amusement 
project yet undertaken in the new up-town 
amusement centre, tributary to Times 


Square, the new hippodrome will be the 
first to be permanently established in this 
city since that conducted by Franconi near- 
ly fifty years ago on the present site of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Within the last 
ten years numerous hippodromes have been 
planned, notably those for the old Dur- 
and Academy site, at the Grand Circle, 
and for the plot on Thirty-fourth Street, 
near Eighth Avenue, where Oscar Ham- 
merstein is building the Drury Lane Thea- 
tre, but none was ever advanced beyond 
the negotiation stage. 

The building of an amusement structure 
on the old car stables plot will mark some- 
thing of a departure from the lines of de- 
velopment followed in Forty-third and For- 
ty-fourth Streets, between Fifth and Sixth 
Avenues—what with the numerous hotels 
and apartment houses and the dozen or 
fifteen clubs which have their homes on 
those blocks. The new hippodrome will 
back up against the Royalton apartment 
house, which runs through from Forty-third 
to Forty-fourth Street. 

The United States Realty and Construc- 
tion Company, which owns the hippodrome 
site, bought it about a year ago From the 
Century Realty Company, which in turn 
had taken it from the General Carriage 
Company soon after the stock of the latter 
corporation dropped about 100 points, to 
2, in one day’s trading. The plot, besides 
having been offered to the Government as 
a Post Office site, has been involved in va- 
rious schemes—among others that for a 
mammoth automobile establishment and 
that for a big dollar-a-day hotel.

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SARATOGA BANK SHUT; 
CASHIER DISAPPEARS 


First National Bank, Fearing a Run, 
Puts Government in Charge. 


W. H. BOCKES IS MISSING 


For Twenty Years Cashier, He Gave Up 
Position Last Week and Has Not 
Been Seen Since Saturday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, June 27.—Following the 
startling disclosures in connection with the 
affairs of the Citizens’ National Bank on 
Friday, developments to-day have increased 
the feeling of apprehension here until the 
whole county is discussing the solidity of 
other banking institutions in the vicinity, 
The most important events of the day were 
the closing of the doors of the First Na- 
tional Bank and the mysterious disappear- 
ance of its cashier, William H. Bockes. 

When Saratoga woke up this morning it 
was astounded to find the following notice 
posted on the main door of the First Na- 
tional Bank: 

“At the request of the Board of Direct- 
ors and by order of the Controller of the 
Currency this bank is closed. Signed J. 
Van Vranken, National Bank Examiner.” 

Later the excitement increased when it 
sbecame known that Mr. Bockes, for twen- 
ty years cashier of the institution, who 
resigned last week, had not been seen since 
last Saturday evening. 

Shortly after dining at his Saratoga Lake 
cottage he returned by trolley to this vil- 
lage and was in the company of several 
friends with whom he parted on Broadway 
at about 9 o’clock. The Diréctors had ar- 
ranged to have him attend a meeting on 
Sunday evening, and his non-appearance 
brought the telephone into requisition. 

When it was learned that he had not re- 
turned to his cottage Saturday night a 
diligent search was instituted. The search 
is being continued. 

Several years ago, after meeting with 
personal financial losses, he surfered from 
temporary nervous prostration, and was 
missing for a number of days. He was 
found being cared for at the home of a 
friend. 

‘ Mr. Bockes, who is fitfy-nine years old, 
and the son of Judge Augustus Bockes, a 


retired Supreme Court Justice, is an ex- 
pert banker, and is one of the prominent 
men of Saratoga. He is a member of sev- 
eral clubs. He was educated at West Point, 
but has devoted his life to banking, and is 
well known in banking circles throughout 
the State. He married a daughter of the 
late William B. White. 

. The closing of the bank by the Controller 
of the Currency is explained by the follow- 
ing statement issued by the bank this aft- 
ernoon: 

“The Directors of the First National 
Bank in response to a request for a state- 
ment of the condition of the institution 
and their intentions for the future, say 


they have placed the affairs of the bank in | 


the hands of the Banking Department for 
the purpose of Ascertaining the exact con- 
dition of the institution and enabling them 
to take such action as may be necessary 
to resume business with the least possible 
delay.”” Bank Examiner J. Van Vranken 
has been made receiver. 

The run on the Citizens’ National Bank 
petered out at 11 o'clock this morning when 
many of those who had withdrawn their 
deposits returned them to the bank, 

According to a statement A by 
the bank management, at a meeting of the 
Citizens’ Bank Directors this néegr, the en- 
tire amount of the capital stock was raised 
by voluntary subscription. The statement 
adds that: 

“The loans of John H. De Ridder are to 
be immediately repaid by friends, one-half 
of the amount having been raised to-day, 
so that no loss is expected to the bank 
from that source.” 

The bank’s losses have been covered by 
voluntary subscriptions.

A Listiess Market and Unimportant 
Price Changes, Reflecting News 
of Similar Character. 


Yesterday's business justified the views 
of those who have regarded the recent 
rise in the stock market rather askance. 
In their estimation the market was enti- 
tled to its usual June rise, and, having 
had it, was entitled to the reaction ob- 
served for the last three days. This the- 
ory discards the general belief that 
strong interests have been doing any- 
thing in the market, except as regards 
certain specialties, and is independent 
equally of the general level of prices or 
intrinsic values of specific stocks. Given 
these characteristics as a datum of what- 
ever sort, June may be reckoned on for a 
rise, July is not a month of much char- 
acter, but in August the rise which now 
seems checked may be expected to be 
increased or reversed according to the 
crops. After which political influences 
may be expected to become controlling. 

Whatever may be thought of the the- 
ory, the fact is that the market passed 
again into the doldrums, characterized 
by baffling trade winds. The crop news 
promises a fair wind, so far as depend- 
ence can be placed on crop news in June, 
but the prevailing breezes are set hard in 
the contrary direction. Saratoga fur- 
nished the daily bank failure. Its propor- 
tions are not of metropolitan dimensions, 
but the causes of the failure are not con- 
fined to Saratoga, and have been sup- 
posed to be characteristically metropol- 
itan rather than rural. Our local bank- 
ing situation is above reproach, and the 
added burdens thrown upon it by these 
successive failures are only pinpricks. 

The Monday talks of the traffic agents 
were in the most hopeful strain, and were 
supported by not a few good reports of 
June earnings of gross. They must, how- 
ever, be construed in the light of the 
(May net, which also included many in- 
creases of gross, but accompanied by a 
decrease of net. Atchison’s report yester- 
day was a case in point. It shows its 
usual growth of gross, but the surplus 
shows a loss for the first time in years. 
The crumb of comfort is that the growth 
is not in fixed charges, but in expenses 
which, it may be hoped, are on the down- 
‘ward trend. Atchison sold off with the 
market, rather less than more. The same 
may be said of the two Pacifics. South- 
ern Pacific, of course, showed no reflec- 
tion of disturbance due to correction of 
athe error which placed the date of the 
closing of the books earlier than the 
@ate of the authorization of the new 
stock issue. No practical inconvenience 
mas likely to result, but an interval in 
which some Peter Power might have dis- 
played obnoxious activity was not adapt- 
ed to add to the value of the rights. 
Standard Oil showed indifference to ex- 
actly such an influence in the litigation 
brought by a plaintiff who is no stranger 
to the courts. Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
had its usual Monday morning report of 
good Sunday business, but it did not en- 
joy its usual Monday boom. Not every- 
body knew exactly how little importance 
to attach to the transfer decision. It is 
unprofitable to name the stocks which 
did not respond to the news of the day, 
but; nothing else correctly reflects the 
day's character. Inactivity and irrespon- 
siveness are not fruitful sources of com- 
ment. The bond market was even more 
active than last week, and its tone was 
good. ~

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NEW SANTA FE RUMOR. — 


Prospective Southern Pacific Control Is 
Not Denied Absolutely. 


There appears to be some hesitancy 
among certain of the prominent men inter- 
ested in the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe to deny absolutely all talk about new 
ownership of the property in the same de- 
cided way in which they denied such rv- 
mors on former occasions. A report which 
was talked about yesterday was to the 
effect that some of the new stock issue of 
the Southern Pacific would be used to pur- 


chase a sufficiently la interest in the 
Atchison to al'ow the Harriman represen- 
tatives to control the Board of Directors. 

In connection with the proposed Southern 
Pacific stock issue. it was announ yes- 
terday that the right to subscribe to new 
stock shall go to stockholders of record 
Julv 28, and not July 14 as had heretofore 
been anfiounced. This is practically an ex- 
tension of two weeks. 


GRAIN AGREEMENT MODIFIED. 


Trunk Lines to Store Grain of Same 
Kind Together. 


Officials of the trunk lines out of New 
York have agreed to a modification of the 
grain agreement. The amended agree- 
ment, which relates to the inspection, 
grading, consolidation, and delivery of 
grain arriving by rail in this city, provides 
that the railroad companies may put to- 
gether in elevators, warehouses, boats, or 
barges, provided by themselves for that 
purpose, grain of the same kind and grade, 
without regard to its ownership, after the 
grain has been inspected and weighed. The 


receivers, however, shall have the right of 
preserving the identity of ‘ ex-lake” grain 
and shippers have the same privilege. ‘“ Ex- 
lake grain’’ is grain shipped to Buffalo by 
steamer. and it is over this grain that the 
tete war of last Winter was fought.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET 


Market Once More Relapses Into 
Extreme Duliness. 


Atchison’s May Earnings Show Decrease 
—Southern and Union Pacific Lower 
—Old St. Paul Rumor Revived. 


Business on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day dwindled hour by hour until the last 
hour, when there was again some slight 
show of activity, bringing the total for the 
day up to the modest amount of 151,000 
shares. Between 1 and 2 o'clock the 
trading amounted to only 6,000 shares, 
scarcely enough to maintain the market as 
@ continuous entity. With dullness there 
was extreme apathy, and the day’s changes 
for the most part were viewed with the in- 
difference they deserved, jucged by the 
small fractions to which most of them 
were confined. In the end, after con- 
siderable irregularity within a narrow 
range, the market closed with the losses 
and gains pretty evenly divided. So far 
as the active stocks were concerned none 
varied as much as a point from last week’s 
prices. 

Atchison’s Unfavorable Earnings. 

The most important of the railroad state- 
ments published yesterday was the report 
of the Atchison for the month of May, but 
following numerous similar cxperiences in 
the recent pest the statement, although 
unfavorable, had scarcely any effect upon 
the stock. Gross earnings for the month 
showed a slight increase, but operating 


expenses were sO much heavier that the 
net fell considerably below the showing 
made last year. This was reflected In the 
stock by a decline of half a pcint from 
the high of the day, and a net loss of 
a@ quarter of a point, no more than. the 
loss in numerovs other issues upon which 
there was no news, good or bad. 


Reaction in Pacific Stocks. 

Between them Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific supplied 30,000 shares, or a fifth of 
the day’s business. Both of them de- 
clir.ed, Southern an eighth and Union three- 
eighths.

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LETTER CARRIER SAW 
KINGSLEY IN PATERSON 


Directed Him and Two Companions 
to Mrs. Hall’s House. 


KINGSLEY WAS STUPEFIED 


Missing Man's Alleged Companion, 
Stewart, Held for Examination— 
Says He Never Was in Paterson. 


Frank L. Stewart, who is alleged to 
have been the last person seen with Henry 
Baxter Kingsley, the young man who has 
been missing since Nov. 14 last, was held 
by Magistrate Pool yesterday afternoon for 
a hearing to-morrow, an adjournment hav- 
ing been asked for by his lawyer, Henry J. 
Goldsmith. 

It developed yesterday that the identifi- 
cation of Mrs. Hall of Paterson, N. J., of 
Stewart in the Rogues’ Gallery at Police 
Headquarters had been strengthened by 
the story of a Paterson letter carrier who 
says he directed Stewart, another man, and 
Kingsley to Mrs. Hall’s home. They had 
asked him the way. The friends and fam- 
ily of the missing man believe they have 
found the first clue that may really lead to 
the discovery of Kingsley, although their 
fear that he is wandering about in a de- 
mented condition makes even the present 
clue not much to aid in the search. The 
ten-thousand-dollar reward offered for in- 
fomration leading to his discovery, together 
with the publicity due to the singular story 
of the arrest of Stewart, they trust, may 
lead to clearing up the mystery as to the 
young man's whereabouts. 

Stewart, whose picture, according to the 
police, is in most of the Rogues’ Galleries 
in the United States, goes by the names of 
Frank Seward, Frank Smith, Charles Cole- 
man, and Charles Cummings, but is best 
known to the police and his associates as 
“Curley.” Before his arraignment he was 
examined by Assistant District Attorney 
Rand in Mr. Rand's office. Mrs. Hall and 
her twelve-year-old daughter were present. 
Notwithstanding their positive identifica- 
tion, the man insisted that he had never 
been in Paterson, where they say he hired 
a room and took Kingsley on Nov. 21 last. 

The woman and her daughter, who are 
vouched for by the police of Paterson, re- 
peated their story to Mr. Rand, adding that 
the man they believe to have been Kings- 
ley was befuddled or stupefied and unable 
to walk without assistance. The men tried 
to get him to sign something, but he could 
not hold a pen, 

Stewart was arraigned late in the morn- 
ing session after his examination by Mr. 
Rand. The hearing was adjourned until 
the afternoon, when Detective Sergeant 
Mulligan, who arrested the man after the 
identification of his picture with that of 
another man by Mrs. Hall, obtained from 
Magistrate Pool a short affidavit against 


him. In this it was stated that Stewart 
was the last person seen in the company 
of Kingsley, who at the time of his dis- 
appearance had with him not less $600 in 
money and jewelry. 

The presence in the court of several Pat- 
erson detectives led to the belief that the 
New Jersey authorities seek to extradite 
the man. When asked about this the 
sleuths from New Jersey smiled signifi- 
cantly, and one of them remarked: 

** Justice is swift in Jersey, but Jersey has 
troubles of her own. She’s not looking for 
more. 

Hugh N. Baxter, cousin of the missing 
man, said after. the hearing that he did 
not believe Kingsley had met with foul 
play. From his mental condition at the 
time of his disappearance he would judge 
that he was demented. It was most possi- 
ble that he had with his convivial habits 
formed the acquaintance of a couple of 
*crooks,’’ who had robbed him and then 
cast him adrift. It was very likely, he 
said, that if he is not dead he is wander- 
ing around the country, not knowing who 
he is or where he is going.

St. Paul Charity Worker's Advice to 
Summer Philanthropic School. 


With a membership limited to twenty- 
eight, the Summer school in philanthropic 
work, conducted by the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society of New York, commenced its 
seventh annual session last evening in the 
assembly hall of the United Charity Buiid- 
ing, Twenty-second Street and Fourth Ave- 
nue. Ex-Tenement House Commissioner 
Robert W. De Forrest presided. 

Mr. De Forrest introduced as the speaker 
of the evening the Rev. Samuel G. Smith, 
President of the Associated Charities of 
St. Paul, whose theme was “ Preparation 
for Social Service.” The speaker said tiiat 


the two main essentials for the worker 
were sound health and a broad education. 
“And above all things,’ he continued, 
‘do not try to be a reformer. It’s a bad 
thing for a gocial worker to get it into his 
head that he is a universal reformer, and 
that his task :t 1s to reform society. Ex- 
perience will teach you that society reforms 
slowly, and I want to especially warn you 
oe reforms and reformers of that 
nd.”’ 


The session will last for six weeks. 


MORE TAILORS OUT. 


Strike Extends to Factories of Manu- 
facturers—Women Quit Work. 


The strike of the tailors extended yes- 
terday to the factories of the manufact- 
urers where they do the work directly in- 
stead of thorough contractors. Most of the 
work is done through the contractors, but 
this adds 5,000 to the strikers. 

One thousand women employed as fellers 
and buttonhole makers also quite work. 
According to Ephraim Kaufman, the leader 
of the strike, there are now between 45,000 
and 47,000 garment workers idle. 

Isaiah Josephi, President of the Labor 
Bureau of the National Association of 


Clethiers, said yesterday that gains had 
been made by the manufacturers in the 
cutting department. Out of 120 cutters 
employed usfally by his firm, 60 were 
at work. One thousand tailors were on 
strike, he said, in the contractors’ shops 
of his firm, Lut he expected them to return 
to-morrow or the next day. Some of them, 
he said, did not know what the open shop, 
which they were striking against, meant. 


Otis Elevator Strike Declared Off. 


The strike throughout the country or- 
dered by the International Executive Com- 
mittee of the Elevator Constructors against 
the Otis Elevator Company at a meeting 
in the Ashland House on June 17. has been 


declared off, and the strikers have been 
directed to return to work. A meeting of 
the International Executive Committee was 
held yesterday, at which the situation was 
discussed. It was then decided to call the 
strike off. 


Public Stores Truckmen Strike. 
Some of the teamsters employed in cart- 
ing goods from the docks to the Appraiser s 
Stores struck yesterday morning, and for 


a time the work was a little delayed. By 
noon, however, Contractor Hannon had 
filled the strikers’ places and work was go- 
ing on as usual. 


WIDOW WINS IN SIXTH TRIAL. 


Mrs. Erhardt’s Long Fight Against 


: Street Railway. 


Mrs. Mary Erhardt, the widow of the 
Wall Street barber who was killed on June 
26, 1898, by being thrown from a Second 
Avenue electric car, obtained a verdict yes- 
terday in the Supreme Court against the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company for 
5,000. Mrs. Erhardt sued for $25,000 for 
the loss of her husband, and received a 
verdict for $3,000. 

Then the railroad company twice carried 
the case to the Appellate Division, and on 
the third trial she recovered a verdict for 
$18,000. On the fourth and fifth trials she 
won again, and the trial which ended yes- 
terday was the sixth. The company will 
now pay over the judgment. The fight 
on behalf of the woman was made by Law- 
yer Charles Buckley Hubbell. 


FINE FISH FOR THE FAIR. 


Prof. Bristol Brings Great Collection 
’ from Bermuda. 


Prof. Charles L. Bristol of New York 
University arrived here yesterday on the 
steamship Trinidad, from Bermuda, where 
he had been for several months gathering 
specimens of tropical fish for exhibition 
at the St. Louis Fair and for the New York 
Aquarium. He brought back the finest 
gingte collection of tropjcal fish eyer seen 

ere. 

Prof. Bristol has spent many Summers 
in collecting specimens and he was greatly 
aided on his last trip by the local fisher- 
men, who whenever they found an uncom- 
mon fish always took it to him. The col- 
lection as it arrived here contained about 
600 fish of twenty varieties, in addition to 
a big cowfish and about 200 coral fish. 


PLATT-ELIAS. CASE UP. 


Bank Opposes Continuance of Restrain- 
ing Injunction. 


Lyman E. Warren, counsej] to: John R. 
Platt, who is suing Hannah Elias for $690,- 
000, which he alleges the womar, obtained 
from him by threats, appeared yesterday in 
Part I. of the Supreme Court before Justice 
Blanchard and argued for two hceurs Ir 
favor of continuing the injunction which 
Platt obtained restraining the various 
banks of New York from pnytng to the 
womar any money which she may have on 
deposit. 

Lawyer Washington Brauns, for Mrs. 
Elias, asked the court to dissolve the in- 
junction, and said that all the woman's 
property was tied up. Platt, he said, gave 
the money freely, ‘‘ Why,” he said, “ we 
do not know, but probably because he did 
not wish to remember her in his will.” 

David Gerber, counsel for tne LULincoln 
National Bank, acknowledged that his pank 
had some funds of Mrs. Elias, but he op- 
posed the motion to continue the injinction. 
**On May 28,’’ counsel said, ‘“‘ Mrs. Elias 
drew from the bank some money, Fut to- 
day there is a balance to ‘ier credit of 
$2,499. There is nothing to show that this 
money came from the plaintiff.’’ 


BIG MONOLITH IN PLACE. 


Ninety-Ton Section of Cathedral Column 
Easily Hoisted. 


The ninety-ton section of the first of the 
eight huge columns for the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine, on Morningside 
Heights, was hoisted into place on its 
pedestal in the choir of the. new edifice 
yesterday, without mishap. 

The work, which was accomplished with 
the greatest ease in the presence/of a 
large gathering of interested spectators, 
was in charge of a foreman and six men, 
the power being furnished by two powerful 
donkey engines. Another section weighing 
a trifle over forty tons will be placed on 
top of the ninety-ton section to-day, thus 
completing the, column. A derrick com- 
posed of two Oregon pines, each ninety- 
six feet long, and shipped to this city for 
the purpose, was used to raise the mono- 
lith. Guy ropes stretched out to the four 
points of the compass hold this enormous 
derrick in position, and divide the strain 
equally. 

When the: forty-ton section is placed in 
position to-day the derrick will be moved 
southward to the next base on a bridge of 
Se timbers by the aid of hydraulic 
“ jacks.” 

The eight columns, when in position, will 
stand in a semi-circle around the choir of 
the cathedral. They are of pink and gray 
granite, plain and utifully polished.

IN ITS VERDICT TO-DAY 


Inquest Practically Ended — Sev- 
eral to be Held Accountable. 


| TRIP MADE TO CHARRED HULK 


Fire Appears to Have Started Among 
Highly Combustible Stuff—Much of 
That Left Unburned. 


Coroner Berry yesterday took the Slocum 
jury t» the blackened and battered halk ef 
the Slocum at the Robbins dock in the Erie 
Basin. The jury was carried, as nearly 
as possible, over the course taken by the 
ill-fated boat, Capt. Van Wart, who stecred 
the Slocum on the beach on North Brother 
Island after the fire in her had been dis- 
covered, being at the wheel of the police 


‘boat Patrol, in which the trip was made. 


The jurors, lawyers, and the ‘Coroner 
agreed after the trip was over that as an 
object lesson it was a succ?ss, and some 
new points were brought out that will 
figure at greater length when the inquest 
is continued in the regular way tc-day. It 
is believed that this wil! be the last day of 
the inquest, and that the jury will hand in 
a verdict holding a number of persons 
accountable for the terrible disaster. ‘There 
was evidence enough to show yesterday 
that they had practically agreed upon their 
verdict. 

The start was made from the Coroner's 
Court, at One Hundred and Seventy-sev- 
enth Street and Bathgate Avenue, at 11:30 
A. M. Coroner Berry had haif a dozen 
big touring cars in :eadiness, and the 
jurors, lawyers, and newspi;er men were 
piled into these, and a breakneck rin was 
made to Classon’s Point, where the police 
poat Patrol was moored. After luncheon 
the whole party went to Eri2 Basin on the 
police boat. 

A quick run was made down the river to 
Erie Basin. On the way down sevcral 
of the jurors, who were on the upper deck, 
expressed themselves rather freely con- 
cerning the outcome of the trquest. Corv- 
ner Berry soon put an end to that and 
whatever of argument concerning the ver- 
dict was made was in subdud tones there- 


after. 
Much of the water has been pumped out 


of the Slocum, and her hulk is high out of 
the water. Her big walking beam looms 
out of the wreck like an enormous gal- 
lows. Part of her starboard wheel is still 
intact, and her port wheel driving rod sull 
has a few blades of the wheel adhering to 
it. The big boilers, covered with rust, 
siand like two towers in the middle of the 
hulk, and all over the main deck, which 
is still intact, were piled full and empty 
oil barrels, brooms, camp stools, life pre- 
servers, coils of patched-up hose, paint 
cans, and a lot of other like material that 
was taken out of the forward cabin where 
the fire started, and which, as it lay there, 
had been only scorched by the blaze. 

This was commented =e by the jur- 
ors and the attorneys as being one of the 
mcst remarkable circumstances connected 
with the disaster. It is generally conceded, 
and dozens of witnesses have testified, that 
the file started in this forward compart- 
meni. Yet the flames leaped from there 
up the companionway, burned everything 
down to the water’s edge, and the oil- 
sOaxed barrels and those filled with vil as 
well as barrels filled with straw in that 
compartment, were hardly scorched. 

Fire Marshal Freel testified to finding 
in the compartment or cabin all the arti- 
cles lying around the deck. Pointing to a 
half-burned barrel, in which some particles 
of hay still remained, Mr. Freel said: 

“Jt is my opinion that this fire started 
in this -arrel. It will be seen that it was 
filled with straw, and that the fire burned 
frum the bottom and outward.” 

He was quesWioned sharply by Mr. Dit- 
tenhcefer. but, as the sun was beating 
down mercilessly on the heads of the 
jurors, it was thought better to postpone 
further questioning until to-day. Gen. 
Uhler, head of the Steamboat Inspection 
Bureau in Washington, was on the boat 
when the party arrived, and said that the 
coils of patched hose and broken life pre- 
servers piled on deck were part of the con- 
demned equipment of the boat and had been 
stored in the forward cabin. These were 
all sealec and tagged, and will be used in 
the Federal investigation. Commander 
Winslow, who with Gen. Wilson of the 
army will make the Federal inquiry, was 
also cn board, and had his stenographer 
take dewn' all that was said. 

If the jury reaches a decision at the ses- 
sion to-day, a copy of the verdict as wel] as 
a transcript of all the testimony will at 
once be sent to United States District At- 
torney Burnett for the use of the Federal 
Grand Jury. 

At a special meeting of the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee, held in the basement of 
St. Mark’s Church yesterday, H. B: Schar- 
mann, the Chairman, announced the pro- 
gramme for the memorial service to be held 
in Cooper Union to-morrow night. Nahan 
Franko will lead the orchestra, and the 
United German Singers will sing several 
hymns. Isaac N. Seligman will call the 
meeting to order and will introduce Mayor 
McClellan, who, in taking the chair, will 
make an address. Addresses will also be 
made by George von Skal and Justice Mor- 
gan J. O’Brien. The Rev. Dr. John J. 
Heischmann, President of the Lutheran 
Synod, will deliver the prayer. 

Mr. Scharmann announced that subscrip- 
tions to the relief fund had closed. Jacob 
H. Schiff announces that this fund to date 
amounts to $108,504.04. 

No commencement exercises will be held 
in any of the public schools affected by the 
disaster. In each of tnese schools a clergy- 
man will make a brief address and offer 
prayer, and the diplomas will then be pre- 
sented. 

The teachers and students of the Sunday 
School of the Episcopal Church of the Be- 
loved Disciple on East Eighty-ninth Street 
have unanimously approved resolutions of 
the congregation to abandon the school ex- 
cursion of July 2 and to vote $100 for the 
Slocum relief fund. 

The body of a man who was about forty- 
five years old and who is supposed to be a 
victim of the disaster, was found in the 
water at Doyle’s dock, Clifton, S. I., yester- 
day. The head and the lower part of the 
body appeared to have been burned. Ina 
pocket of the clothing was a card on which 
was “F. M. Behnke, 2,623 Eighth Avenue, 
Manhattan.” 

Mayor McClellan will receive by appoint- 
ment at 10 o’clock this morning four six- 
year-old students of Public School 116, 
who will present to him ten five-dollar

WANT ODELL TO OUST 
BOROUGH PRESIDENTS 


Responsible for Violations of Laws, 
Say Asphalt Workers. 





POLITICAL SIDE TO THE ROW 


Cromwell Only President Not Accused— 
Grout Holds Up Asphalt Payments 
—Littleton’s Position. 


Through the People’s Security Company 
the Asphalt Workers’ Association has 
threatened to appeal to Gov. Odell for the 
ousting of the Borough Presidents of Man- 
hattan, Brooklyn, Queens, and the Bronx, 
on the ground that those officials are re- 
sponsible for violations of the eight-hour 
law, the alien labor law, and the weekly 
payment law by the different asphalt com- 
panies holding city contracts. 

“If present conditions are not remedied 
speedily we shall make charges before the 
Governor with a view of having the derelict 
officeholders removed,” said John C. Toole, 
Treasurer of the People’s Security Com- 
pany, yesterday afternoon. The security 
concern makes a business of attending to 
the legal controversies of labor organiza- 
tions. 

Originally, the asphalt workers were out 
for Controller Grout’s scalp, but, owing to 
their protest, the Controller decided on 
June 20 to hold up all payments on asphalt 
contracts made since. The amount held back 
up to date aggregates nearly $100,000, and 
is increasing daily. Mr. Grout has referred 
the matter to the Corporation Counsel for 
,an opinion, but, regardless of that opinion, 
he has determined on his own responsibili- 
ty to continue the hold-up of payments to 
all concerns now violating the provisions 
of any of the laws in question. 

It is charged that politics enters into the 
accusations made against and for the 
asphalt companies. The People’s Security 
Company, representing the workingmen, has 
on its advisory board ex-Judge Roger A. 
Pryor and ex-Surrogate Rastus S. Ransom, 
both anti-Tammany men, while Elliot Dan- 
forth, another anti-Tammanyite, has an 
important say in the management of the 
concern. The Borough Presidents—Ahearn 
of Manhattan, Littleton of Brooklyn, Cas- 
sidy of Queehs, and Haffen of the Bronx— 
are all Democrats, elected last Fall. The 
only Borough President not accused is Mr. 
Cromwell of Richmond, and he was the 


only Fusion candidate elected to rule a 
borough in the last election. 

“There is no politics in it, as far as we 
are concerned,” said Mr. Toole. ‘‘ We claim 
that the Borough Presidents are responsi- 
ble because their Inspectors, although sup- 
posed to be supervising all the jobs day 
by day, never made such reports as would 
cause the violations of law to cease. The 
Presidents cannot contend that they were 
not informed, because we have kept them 
constantly posted for the last few months 
as to the infractions of the asphalt com- 
panies. We have kept daily tab on viola- 
tions. Our findings, verified, have been 
forwarded regularly to the Borough Presi- 
dents, the Controller, and to the State De- 
partment of Labor.” 

The asphalt concerns against which 
charges have been made are the Uvalde, 
Brooklyn Alcatraz, Eastern Bermudez, 
Cranford, and Sicilian Asphalt Companies, 
the Inter-State Paving Company, and the 
Asphalt Construction Company. All are 
practically parts of what is known as the 
Asphalt Trust, from whose Philadelphia 
offices orders are issued to the various 
sub-divisions. 


Littleton a Target of Uvalde. 


Incidental to the main row there is a 
side issue that has aroused more charges 
of political trickery. While the companies 
as a combination have not joined in any 
attack on the office holders, there has been 
an exception in the case of the McCarren- 
ite President of the Borough of Brooklyn, 
Martin W. Littleton. He has been made 
the target of the Uvalde Asphalt Com- 
pany, in which many prominent Tammany 
men and anti-McCarrenites are interested, 
both directly and indirectly. 

The workingmen’s representatives say 
that the Uvalde has made an apparent at- 
tempt to comply with the laws of late, but 
that competition from the rival concerns 
have made its efforts unavailing. It is 
known that the Uvalde has charged, that 
President Littleton, although he has issued 
an order to all the companies to comply 
with the law, has not backed this order 
with real effort, the result being that the 
rival concerns continue to work their men 
ten and twelve hours a day. The Uvalde 
Company asserts that it has been keeping 
to the law in Brooklyn, but that Mr. Little- 
ton’s actions have put it at a great disad- 
vantage. 

The trouble out of which has grown the 
charge against the Borough Presidents had 
its rise last February. The asphalt work- 
ers presented to the companies a schedule 
of wages, ba are ny the same figures 
as those of 1903. After negotiations had 

rogressed a month a strike was declared 

n March. As a result of settlement con- 
ferences, an agreement between employers 
and men was signed on April 25. The 
questions at issue were to be submitted to 
an arbitration board. The men understood 
that they were to get back their jobs, but 
now they assert that the companies began 
hiring alien laborers from the docks and 
paying the new hands 17% cents an hour, 
instead of the old 21% cents an hour men- 
tioned in the agreement. 

The People’s Security Company took up 
the matter for the Asphalt Workers. There 
have been several court cases for tests, 
and the Municipal Court Justices have de- 
cided that the company should pay wages 
at last year’s rate under the agreement of 
April 25. The workmen contend that since 
March the companies have worked their 
new employes from ten to twelve hours a 
day, and in one recorded instance as much 
as sixteen hours. Having begun the first 
test suit, the security company made in- 
vestigations, and reports showing the vio- 
lations, it is stated by Mr. Toole, were sent 
to the Borough Presidents, the State De- 

rtment of Labor, and the City Controller. 

r. Toole says that if the violations are 
not stopped an appeal will be made to the 
Governor. 

All seven companies are charged with 
violating the eight-hour “and alien-labor 
laws, but infractions against the weekly 
payment law, under which the men_ have 
to be paid off each week, are charged only 
against four of the concerns—the Asphalt 
Construction Company, Inter-State Paving 
Company, Brooklyn Alcatraz Company, and 
Sicilian Asphalt Company. ‘ Controller 
Grout,’’ said Mr. Toole, ‘‘has said that he 
will hold wh povments to concerns violating 
contracts. hat means all payments. In 
every contract there are provisions oblig- 
2s recognition of the three laws in ques- 

on.”’ 

Controller Grout said last night: “I am 
investigating, and I do not intend to make 
these payments: It’s a matter for the 
courts. hen I don’t pay the companies 
will sue me. Let them sue! ”’

The People’s Security Company and the 
workingmen say they will not wait much 
longer for satisfaction from the city offi- 
cials, and it is intended to make the charges 
before the Governor perhaps 4s early as 
next week or the week after.

George Overbaugh, about fifty years old, 
a retired stock broker, of Goldsborough, N. 
C., committed suicide Sunday night by 
drinking a quantity of carbolic acid. He 
was found dead in his bed in his room on 
the second floor of his home, 138 West 
Forty-eighth Street, yesterday morning by 
his sister, Mrs. William Jessup.
